PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS

an Church. Are we fully conscious of her glory? 

’ Lutheran consciousness consists in the realization and the ap- 
preciation of the precious treasures which God has entrusted to our 
church. Is this consciousness waning? Though they were peace- 
loving men, the fathers of our Lutheran Church fought the Lord’s 
battles for their Church. Unceasingly they contended for purity of 
doctrine. Every deviation from the truth called them to 
Luther and his collaborers, as also the authors of the Formula of 
Concord, are inspiring examples. They were not men of concessions 
_ and compromises. Compromises and concessions in matters of doctrine 
are foreign to the nature and true character of the Lutheran Church. 
She realizes that to make concessions and to enter into compromises 
when God’s truth is at stake would mean for her to commit suicide.

Beloved Brethren in the Faith : — 
Among the various denominations constituting the Christian 
) Church, the Church of the Reformation dccupies a unique position. 
For her own sake and for the sake of her Lord who has made her 
At -the present day, however, it seems as though purity of 
doctrine is no longer uppermost in the hearts and minds of many 
of our Lutheran people. They have grown tired of fighting for 
the truth and everi of hearing of warfare for the truth. Differences 
in doctrine, in their estimation, are more or less dead issues, and 
doctrinal controversies are an abomination in their sight. In their 
estimation the foremost issue should not be the doctrine, but the 
work of the Church. The latter has assumed the most prominent 
place in many a pastor’s study, in his sermons, in the meetings of 
the congregation and its societies, even in pastoral conferences and 
synodica]l conventions; while the former is being relegated to the 
background as something in which the present generation takes 
no interest. After an age of warfare for the Lutheran truth, a 
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spirit of indifference in doctrinal matters seems to have taken pos- 
session of many Lutheran Christians. The constitutions of their 
congregations and synods still declare that the Holy Scriptures 


are the inspired Word of God and the only source, norm and guide 
of faith and life, and that the Confessions of the Lutheran Church 
are the true exposition and presentation of the doctrines of the 
Divine Word. Their practice, however, shows that they neither 
fully appreciate the truths set forth by the Confessions, nor fully 
realize what the rejection of errors on the part of the Confessions 
implies.

As a matter of fact, the 
Lutheran Church of Europe is to a large extent Lutheran in name 
only, and the differences which separate the Lutherans beyond 
the sea are. relatively much greater than those separating the 
Lutheran Synods of America. 
: Lutheran consciousness must be awakened and cultivated and 
fostered and ever kept alive, if our church is to retain her heritage 
and remain the true visible Church of God. Statistics showing her 
numerical strength, her material wealth, assets and possessions and 
the like will not awaken it. Lutheran consciousness is a gift of God, 
to be obtained only by the diligent use of His Word. It is a pity 
when pastors neglect the study of the Scriptures, the source of all 
truth, and of the Confessions, the faithful presentation of the 
truth. The results of such neglect will soon become manifest. Not 
only will their own Lutheran consciousness vanish, but quite soon 
those pastors will no longer be able to rouse their people to Lutheran 
consciousness. In this age of isms and schisms, of religious in- 
difference and unionist, a Lutheran congregation will soon lose 
its Lutheran character, unless its pastor uses his utmost endeavors 
to root and ground it in the Lutheran truth by indoctrinating his 
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people wherever an opportunity presents itself, especially through 
his sermons and catechetical instruction. Much might said 
this subject did space permit. Let us remember that 
service we can render our church is to bring our peo 
realization and appreciation of the treasures which 
stowed upon her.

His was a 
personality sanctified by the Spirit of God. Surely his sermons

In order to balance the budget and to meet our expenses ’ 
the alternative must be either to curtail our work or devise ways e& 
and means to increase our contributions. : 
- Dare we curtail our work and adopt a policy of retrenchment? 
Permit me to quote from the report which the General President, 
the sainted Dr. M. Loy, submitted to Synod in 1894. At a time 
| when on account of a financial panic and a general business de-— 
pression the situation appeared even more threatening than to-day, 
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he said: “What presses upon us at present the most sorely is our 
want of money. .. For a number of years the contributions flowing 
into our treasuries were not sufficient to defray all necessary ex- 
penses. We had to make debts and our boards often performed 
their work with sighing, because they did not know how to prosecute 
the work assigned them and meet their pecuniary obligations. Yet 
Synod meanwhile increased her wealth. She did not grow poorer. 
She has more and can do more than ever before. At no time did 
she possess as much property as at present, and at no time were 
the contributions as large for the General Treasury as in the past 
two years, notwithstanding the general business depression and that 
laborers were almost without bread. There is certainly no valid 


debts increase from year to year, it looks indeed dangerous, and we 
need not wonder if some among us become fearful. It is self-evident 
to conscientious Christians, that measures must be adopted by which 
the accumulated debt can be liquidated and the further increase of 


which we must solve. I have yet at every session of Synod, since 


our receipts no longer covered our expenditures, declared against the 


Plan of meeting the same by retrenchment of our Synodical work. 
To me it has always appeared as a great wrong to limit or drop 
an undertaking, which belonged to our duty and calling, because 
the carrying out of the same becomes difficult. This time it cost 
a conflict to still hold fast to this opinion.

INTERSYNODICAL RELATIONS 


1, The Intersynodical Commitee consisting of representatives 
of the Missouri Synod, the Wisconsin Synod, the Iowa Synod, the 
Buffalo Synod and the Joint Synod of Ohio, completed its work in 
April, 1925. An addition to a series of theses on Conversion and 
Predestination which were submitted to Joint Synod and by Synod 
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stated that the vote was taken by roll call and that all pastors 

, not present and all congregations not represented at the district 
conventions and all pastors and delegates not ready to cast their 
votes at the district meeting were given ample time to discuss the 
question with their congregations and send their votes by mail to 
the respective district secretaries. Furthermore, all districts in- 
structed me to appoint a committee which, in conjunction with a 
similar committee. of the Honorable Iowa Synod, should prepare 
the constitution of the proposed new synod and the necessary 
recommendations for the merging of the two bodies. ; 

In the meantime, the Honorable Synod of Buffalo had resolved: 
“That definite steps be taken at our synodical convention in June to 
effect a merger or union with the Iowa Synod and possibly also with 
Ohio, provided satisfactory arrangements can be made; also, that 
a committee be appointed to negotiate with a like committee from the 
Iowa and Ohio Synods,—this committee to report at the next synodical 
convention.” Dr. Richter, the president of the Iowa Synod and I 
invited Rev. K. A. Hoessel, the president of the Buffalo Synod, to : 
take part in our deliberations. He accepted the invitation and as 
a result a Joint Commission consisting of the presidents and four 
representatives from each Synod concerned was appointed, our Synod 
being represented by the two vice-presidents, the Revs. Em. Poppen 
boards of the proposed synod. In April, 1926, I sent a pamphlet 
containing these documents and a number of recommendations re- 
garding the work of the new synod to every pastor of Joint Synod 
asking the brethren to study its contents and discuss it at the 
meetings of their vestries and congregations and at pastoral con- 
ferences and district conventions and to send all criticisms, ob- 


~ 
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referred to the districts, theses on other doctrines were also adopted, 
to wit: The Scriptures, Our Attitude toward the Lutheran Symbols, 
Church Fellowship, The Church, The Universal Priesthood, The Office 
of the Ministry, The Anti-Christ, Chiliasm, Sunday, Open Questions, 
and referred to the respective synods for approval. 

I intended to send a German and an English copy of these 
theses to every pastor of Synod. To date, however, the Intersynodical 
Committee failed to furnish an official English translation. As a 
result, our districts have not as yet discussed these theses. ' 


The chairman of our Committee, Profesor W. D. Ahi, informed 
me that in accordance with Synod’s resolution of 1924, p. 139 and 166, 
2, he published a notice in the church papers that all objections be 
sent to him so that the Committee might examine them and if 
necessary present them to the Intersynodical Committee, but that 
he received no communications on the subject. Is ‘Synod ready to 
adopt the theses on Conversion and Predestination? 

Though not officially notified, I gathered from the reports pub- 
lished in the papers of the Missouri Synod that it wishes to continue 
the colloquies and has instructed its Committee accordingly. 

Does Joint Synod want the Committee appointed by Dr. Schuette 
in 1917 to continue in case another meeting of the Intersynodical 
Committee should be called? 


2. In accordance with your resolution of 1924, p. 167, 4, and 
together with the presidents of the Honorable Iowa and the Buffal 
Synods, I arranged with President Aasgaard for a colloquy with 
representatives of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 


appointing Dr. W. H. Lehmann, Dr. H. K. G. Doermann, Dr. H. J. 


Schuh and myself as representatives of Joint Synod. This colloquy 
took place November 18, 1925, at Minneapolis, Minn. The result 
of our deliberations has been summed up in an agreement appended 
to my report. I herewith submit it to you for your consideration 
and approval. The minutes of this meeting will also be submitted to 
the proper committee. If Joint Synod adopts this agreement, as I 
hope it will, pulpit and altar fellowship will be established between 
the Norwegian Lutheran Church and our own body inasmuch as the 
former has unanimously adopted the agreement submitted. Being in 
altar and pulpit fellowship with our Norwegian brethren, we may 
cooperate and thus assist éach other in solving some of the problems 
in the work of education and of Home Missions which confront 
both synods, especially in the states of Washington and Oregon 
and in the northwestern provinces of Canada. 


THE NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL 
1. At its annual meeting in January, 1926, the National Lutheran 
Council resolved to issue another appeal for at least $100,00.00 for 
world service during the present year and to come to the assistance 
of the distressed Lutheran missions in China, India and Africa. 
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Joint Synod’s proportionate part would be approximately $10,000. On 
account of the condition of our treasuries and because of several spe- 
cial appeals which, although issued by authority of Joint Synod, had 
found little response, I did not issue the appeal for the work of 
the National Lutheran Council requested by that body. I herewith 
submit the matter to Joint Synod. Before deciding the question 
of issuing another appeal, kindly consider the report of the Synod’s 
Committee on the Church Abroad. 

2. At a special meeting of the National Lutheran Council in 
Chicago, March 18, 1926, the regulations and standing resolutions 
governing the National Lutheran Council were revised and the re- 
vision referred to the participating bodies for approval. The docu- 
ments will be submitted to the proper committee. 

8. At the same meeting the National Lutheran Council fixed its 
budget for the maintenance of ‘its office in New York at $33,896.66 for 
the ensuing year, approximately $3,466.44 for Joint Synod. Will 
Synod grant the nécessary appropriation? See the respective item 
of the Board of Administration. 

4. Through its executive director, Dr. J. A. Morehead, the 
National Lutheran Council has offered the services of its publicity 
bureau to Joint Synod. I shall submit the documents to the proper 
committee. | 

WORLD CONVENTION 


In 1924 Synod resolved to continue to participate in this move- 
ment as a free conference, to appoint a representative for the larger 
committee and to pay its share of the expenses of the Lutheran 
World Convention and the Executive Committee. On order of the 
Board of Administration the bill amounting to $173.38 was promptly 
paid by the General Treasurer. 


Since the last convention of Synod the Executive Committee 
of the World Convention as far as I know has held four meetings 
in Europe and a statement for $315.93 as our part of the expenses 
has been presented. Will Synod authorize the payment? 

The chairman of the Executive Committee, Dr. John A. More- 
head, requested me to appoint a competent scholar from the Joint 
Synod to collaborate with similar appointees from other Lutheran 
church bodies in America and Europe in the scientific study of the 
aggressions of the Roman Catholic church. I have appointed Prof. 
Paul Buehring, professor of church history. 


Certain conditions have developed in Europe which make it 
doubtful to me whether Synod should continue to participate in the 
Lutheran World Convention. I am not ready to make any recom- 
mendations before hearing the report of the American members of the 
_ Executive Committee who at this writing are still in Europe. , 
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Under date of April 22, 1926, the president of the Lutheran 
Brotherhood of America requested me to appoint two delegates to 
represent Joint Synod on the reorganization committee of the 
Lutheran Brotherhood of America. I declined to do so because in 
my estimation cooperation in the work of the L. B. A. presupposes 
church fellowship and in the Lutheran Brotherhood of America there 
are representatives of various synods with which Joint Synod is not 
in fellowship. 


A committee appointed by your honorable body at the Pittsburgh 
convention in 1924 has prepared a constitution for a men’s organi- 
zation to be called the Joint Synod Lutheran Brotherhood and a young 
people’s organization to be called theGeneral Luther League and is 
presenting it for ratification. When the constitution has been adopted, 
steps should be taken to build up a strong men’s organizaton and a 
strong young people’s organization within our synod. I suggest that 
you appoint a committee of live men, both pastors and laymen, to 
gather our men’s societies and brotherhoods into one synodical or- 
ganization and our Luther Leagues and young people’s societies into 
one General Luther League, and that Synod assign to each of these 
organizations a certain task in our synodical work. 


The Women’s Missionary Conference has rendered invaluable 
services to Synod and is doing work which without this organization 
probably would not be done. To arouse and enlist the interest 


and cooperation of our men’s organizations and our young people’s 


1. At its last convention Synod placed the matter 
establishing a deaconess mother house in the hands of the 
Education. The members of this Board were not inclined to serve 
in this capacity. I therefore appointed a committee consisting of 
the Revs.

uniform version of Luther’s Small Catechism to be published in 1929

General Outlook 

The following article taken from Dr. Otto Mees’ last report to 
the Board is herewith presented for your careful consideration. 

“In trying to visualize the future of Capital University from the 
standpoint of enrollment, one must take into consideration the undis- 
putable problem confronting a Liberal Arts college, which has to main- 
tain its existence over against vocational schools and colleges. It is 
quite apparent that in the changing order of educational programs the 
Liberal Arts college, with its specifically cultural courses, is becoming 
less popular, especially among male students. The Ideal preparation 
for life, consisting of the laying of a broad foundation im the field 
of: Art and Culture before specializing in a given or chosen field, 
is being over-shadowed by the desire to be identified with a profession 
or calling as early as possible. It is also becoming noticeable that 
colleges and universities which offer the professional courses, leading 
to degrees in their respective fields, are very 
students to make their preparatory work for 
courses in their own schools.

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Experience also leads me to the conclusion that many parents 
consider the proximity of a school and certain physical advantages 
which the student may enjoy as first and foremost and that the 
argument that our own boys and girls should, as much as possible, 
be trained and educated in our own schools, by our own teachers, 
for our own work, does not carry as much weight as it should. In 
studying this situation I find that the desire and the preference of 
the child for one or another school usually prevails regardless of 
the fact that at such schools the children might, and usually are, 
slowly but surely weaned away from a firm allegiance to our own 
Church. 

_ IT can also state that other denominations; and more especially the 
Catholic church, as they also sense this laxity on the part of their 
constituency in planning the education of their children in their own 
schools, are using every possible means to bring home to their own 
people that the schools were founded for their children and that it 
is their duty to patronize their own schools. Otherwise there would 
be no excuse for maintaining them at great expense. 


When one surveys the large number of Lutheran students, not 
only in State universities but in colleges of every other denomination, 
even Catholic—students who in many cases could, with less expense 
and the same advantages, attend our own schools—one is led to the 
conclusion that our people do not fully appreciate the schools which 
are theirs and the tremendous and abiding influence for which the 
schools and colleges are responsible. I am not only emphasizing 
a theory and opinion, but am in a position to mention many specific 
cases in which the young folks became cold and were even lost to our 
chureh because they were sent to schools in which this contact was 
not only ignored, but different contacts and associations effected. 


give their children their education for life under conditions in which 
the church steps into the background and only too often is repudiated. 

It would be highly desirable if your honorable body would pass 
strong resolutions and publish them to the effect that it is both a

If we consider the great blessing which God has bestowed upon 
our institution during the past two years, although many things 
may not find our approval, we must thank God with all our heart 
for His kind assistance. Our Professors were allowed to perform 
their duties faithfully and through their service 18 young men 
passed examinations and were recommended for the holy ministry. 


_ Our venerable Dr. H. Ernst in spite of his advanced age did not miss 


a single recitation. What an unspeakable blessing God has granted 
to His church through this highly gifted teacher and faithful servant 
since our school was founded. During the past winter some of our 
students were seriously ill and one rather promising youth entered 
into his heavenly home. 

Prof. J. Cornils took a post graduate course at the University 
of Minnesota and at the same time instructed in the same institution, 
while his place was filled by Mr. Meyer, one of our Columbus students. 
This added no expense to the institution but gives us the assurance 
that we have a still more able man for our institution in the future. 


sistants has had real success and no doubt will also have 
future. 61 pupils were instructed and of these 48 were students out- 
side of our institution. In the seminary we had 33, in the college 
24, in the Academy 46, a total of 103 students. 

On June 9th this year, Dr. K. Hemminghaus resigned as presi- 
dent of our Seminary.

Accrediting of Junior College 
In consideration of the fact that the honorable Ohio, Iowa and 
Buffalo Synod will unite to form one body, called the Ev. Lutheran 
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Synod of America and the Committee on Education recommends 
that the theological department of our Luther Seminary shall be 
transferred to Dubuque, Ia., we must take it for granted that this 
will be done some time in the future. Although our pastors who have 
graduated from Luther Seminary and our congregations who were 
served with Word and Sacrament through these servants know that 
they lose something they value very highly, still we must be ready 
for the change. Until now, with rare exception, only such young 
men attended our college who wished to become pastors, others who 
had in view some other profession, as a rule, did not come to our 
college for the very reason, that it was not accredited. From now on 
this must be changed.Of course, we also’ intend to prepare young 
men for the theological seminary, but at the same time we are con- 
vinced that the welfare of our institution demands that we give to 
those willing to serve in some secular calling the necessary instruc- 
tion and also the assurance that the two years of study will be 
recognized at any school. Of course that means extra expenses: 
Professors must be called, library and laboratory be equipped to 
answer all that is required. And our Hon. Faculty is certain if 
Synod will grant our petitions that our Jr. College will be accredited 
this fall. 
 Coeducation 

The fact that our institution will henceforth not only prepare 
for the ministry but also for other callings puts the question before 
the Board whether young ladies should be admitted to our college. 
By order of the Board Prof. L. Moench sent a circular letter to all 
pastors of Minnesota and Wisconsin Districts asking among some 
other questions also an opinion on this question of coeducation. The 
great majority were in favor of it and your Board agreed to petition 
Synod to introduce it. We can offer our girls a Christian training, 
and an increasing number of students will help to reduce the ex- 
penditures. 

Petitions 

As we need for the accrediting of our Junior College a far bet- 
ter equipped library and laboratory and the university also asks 
conformity of class rooms, your Board referred the matter to the 
Alumni of Luther Seminary in Minnesota and Wisconsin and also 
asked both Districts during their convention this summer, to offer 
all possible aid. The result was that the Minnesota District promised 
to forward by August 10th this year the sum of $10,000 to be used 
for this purpose and the Wisconsin District $5,000 by the same date; 
but as we still need another $10,000 we petition Synod to grant us 
this sum. 

By the resignation of Dr. K. Hemminghaus we are forced to call 
a new president and as we believe our school will gain if the new 
president devotes all his time to securing stadents and fulfilling other

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duties within the sphere of his office, we ask Synod to permit us to 


call with this end in view.

In accordance with a resolution passed by Joint Synod at its last 
convention, approximately six and one-half acres of land adjoining 
the school on the west were purchased last January at public auction 
for $2,100. This provides room for future expansion. The campus 
now comprises about fourteen acres. 


Salary Schedule 


The Hebron College and Academy Board respectfully petitions 
Joint Synod to fix a salary schedule for Junior Colleges. 


Annual Appropriation 
The budget submitted shows that an annual appropriation of 
$21,625 will be needed for the next biennium. The Board respectfully 
petitions the honorable Joint Synod for this amount. 


Special Appropriation 

In view of the unprecedented increase in the number of students, 
the housing problem is becoming more acute each year. The erec- 
tion of a girls’ dormitory is imperative if the school is to continue to 
grow. The erection of the new building should be accompanied by a 
central heating plant, as we are now firing as many boilers as we 
have buildings. The central heating plant would mean a considerable 
saving in fuel and labor. Owing to the expansion of the school it has 
become necessary, also, to finish and equip the portion in the basement 
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of Luther Hall, which, at the time of building, was left unfinished 
because of insufficient funds. The Hebron Board most respectively 
petitions Joint Synod to grant a special appropriation of $75,000 for 
a new dormitory and central heating plant, and $3,000 for the finish- 
ing and equipping of the unfinished part in the basement of Luther 
Hall. 


Faculty 
The steady growth of the school has made it necessary to estab- 
lish more professorships. At present there are only three. The 
Hebron College and Academy Board, therefore, petitions Joint Synod 
to establish three additional professorships of the following branches:

A Church for the Students 


Grace congregation at Hebron is confronted by the necessity 
of building a-church home. The church that is to be built must not 
only meet the requirements for worship of the congregation, but also 
of our fast growing institution, “Hebron College and Academy,” and 
must therefore be nearly doubly as large as would ordinarily be the 
case. Then, too, the architectural style and the equipment must at 
least measure up somewhat to the requirements that will be made 
upon the church by our student body. Since this mission congrega- 
tion is unable to raise the funds for such a church building, the 
Board respectfully petitions Joint Synod for permission to issue an 
appeal to the congregations of Synod for contributions amounting to 
$10,000, in order that with this amount the Hebron congregation 
might be materially assisted in erecting a building which will also 
be the church home of our students and worthy of our institution.

In case the Housefather prove himself unfit for his office by false 
doctrine, or an immoral life, or unfaithfulness in the discharge of his 
duty, or too much severity in the treatment of the children committed 
to him, or incapability in general (which may God in His mercy 
prevent), the Orphans’ Home Board shall have power to suspend him, 
or, together with the President of Joint Synod, to depose him from 
his office. 


ARTICLE V. The Reception, the Dismissal, the Placing of Children 
1. The Reception of Children. 


a. Children can be received into the Home only by the 
Orphans’ Home Board, or by the Executive Committee, whose 
action in such case shall always be subject to the confirmation 
of the Board. In exceedingly urgent cases the President in con- 
junction with the Superintendent or matron can receive children 
temporarily. . 

b) In the reception of children, those from our congrega- 
tions shall have the preference, because they have a claim upon 
the charity of our Synod and our Church; but others also may be 
received. 

c) Chiefly full orphans, then half orphans, and when cir- 
cumstances permit, children who are deprived of parental care, 
shall be received into the Home. 

d) As a rule, children over 12 or under 3 years of age 
shall not be received. 

e) No children shall be received who are afflicted with 
incurable diseases, or who are morally corrupt, or crippled 
or mentally afflicted; every application for reception shall there- 
fore be accompanied by the certificate of a reliable physician, 
stating the condition of the child 

f) After their reception children must, by legal contract, 
be delivered to the Home by their parents, guardians or relatives, 
so that the education and care of the children is placed entirely 
into our hands, till the children have reached the age of 18 years. 

g) When possible $5.00 per week shall be paid for 
each child, as long as it remains in the Institution. Where

Folks’ Home and of the barn, the rebuilding of the veranda at the 
Orphans’ Home building, and the installing of a new fire escape in the 
same building. 

Gratefully acknowledging the faithful and liberal support from 
congregations, Ladies’ Aid societies and individuals, we solicit their 
help for the future. 

The advisory and auxiliary members of the board, authorized by 
this honorable body to be elected by the Women’s Missionary Confer-

At 
present there are thirty persons in the home. 107 patients were ad- 
mitted in the Hospital, 61 persons underwent operations, all with 
success.

For the heating system we have installed an oil burner. Most of the 
rooms and corridors in the Main Building have been renovated. The 
twenty-eight cottages have been repaired and painted. A new wiring 
system for bells and electric lights has been installed. All cottage 
furniture has been reconditioned. The wooden porch on the first floor 
of the Main Building has been replaced by a concrete porch. All these 


repairs and improvements were made without incurring any in- 
debtedness. An X-Ray Equipment has been contracted for and the 
moneys are on hand to meet the expenses incurred on this account.

We realize that our Heavenly Father conferred upon us a very : 
great favor when He entrusted to us the work of Grace Lutheran 
Sanatorium. We derive great pleasure from this task, for we know 
that while we nursé, comfort and minister to the physical and spir- 
and 
us and 
gave His life for our salvation. It is most comforting and inspiring 
= 
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us provided we would see our way clear to finance this project with- 
out additional appropriation. By the time our building plans were 
submitted to the Administration Board the cost of building materials 
and labor had greatly increased and the desired building could not be 
erected at the price of the original estimate. Consequently, the Board 
of Administration did not see its way clear te approve our plan. 
Upon receipt of this information, our Board resolved to use available 
funds toward improving, renovating and refurnishing the cottages 
and rooms of the institution and the improvements were made which 
we have reported above. 

Several months after we had been informed of the Administra- 
tion Board’s decision we received another communication from them 
advising us that objections were withdrawn and we might proceed 
with our building project. By that time, however, most of our im- 
provement contracts had been let and could not be rescinded. We 
haye since become convinced that the negative answer received from 
the Board of Administration was a providential blessing in disguise. 
We had not realized how badly our institution needed repairs and 
renovation, and what expenditure of money would be required. The 
institution is in much better condition now than it ever was before. 


After the last meeting of Joint Synod, our Board elected the fol-' 


lowing officers: Mr. H. H,. Ochs, President; Rev. E. G. Knaak, Secre- 
tary; Mr. C. A. Krueger, Treasurer. For the auditing of our accounts 
Mr. H. R. Grosskopf, and his valuable services are greatly ap- 
preciated.

$7,500 per annum (which is $500 less per year than the previous 
appropriation). At the same time we request Synod to recommend, 
as in former years, the support of this work by means of the use of 
Christmas Seals. 

Complying with the request of the General President we have ex- 
amined @ur constitution for the purpose of adapting it to conditions 
which shall prevail after the prospective merger of the three synods 
is effected. By way of change we suggest that the Sanatorium Board 
of the new Synod consist of 8 members instead of 7, namely of 4 
laymen (instead of 3), 3 pastors and the Superintendent.

About 78 beneficiaries are at present supported by the Board. 
The income, however, is entirely inadequate as even the modest re- 
quests of the applicants could not be complied with. For lack of 
funds and on account of the large debt the function of the Board has 
been in the main one of investigations, reductions and cancellations, 
instead of one that brings cheer, comfort, and actual assistance to 
the hearts and homes of the needy. Of the 78 beneficiaries, 11 ap- 
plicants received between $50.00 and $100.00; 30 between $100.00 
and $200.00; 14 were allowed between $200.00 and $300.00; 18 were 
fortunate enough to get between $300.00 and $400.00, and 5 of the 
total received from $400.00. to $480.00 as the maximum. 

According to a resolution of Joint Synod in 1924 the treasury of 
the Board was transferred to the General Treasurer Geo. L. Conrad. 
Thanks to the “forced” economy of the Board, a reduction of the 
indebtedness from $10,104.41 to $5,042.38 has been accomplished 
during the past two years. 

The property of Mrs. Emily Brinket at Detroit, Mich., a gift to 
the Board, was sold for $4,280 and the proceeds invested in the in- _ 
terest of the Board of Aids treasury. A vote of thanks has been 
extended to the benevolent donor. 

In accordance with a resolution of the Eastern District, referring 
to certain irregularities of apportionment, it may be stated that if 
any misappropriations have occurred they must be ascribed to in- 
complete or unreliable information furnished the Board. 

In order to arrive at a fair adjustment of the allowances, and to 
put the treasury on a better working basis, new applications with 
explanatory information as to the deplorable status of the treasury — 
were sent at the close of 1925 to all beneficiaries, and also a cir- 
cular letter to the respective pastors and district presidents. An 
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appeal to the Christian charity of our people in the church papers 
was received with very gratifying results.

As the Board may authorize and direct the Superintendent shall 
make regular and frequent visits of inspection in the various fields 
for the purpose of instructing, encouraging and admonishing the 
workers and members as conditions may warrant and require.

BOARD OF ADMINISTRATION 


The Board of Administration in its first meeting, September 15, 
1924, following the biennial meeting of Synod in Pittsburgh, organized 
by electing G. C. Horst, president, and Geo. L. Conrad, secretary. 
Owing to the large volume of business brought before it, the Board 
was obliged to hold seven special meetings in addition to the eight 
regular meetings.

The Board is pleased to announce that in accordance with 
Synod’s resolution, Dr. S. A. Stein, Springfield, O., lectured in the 
spring and fall of 1925 to the Seminary students at Columbus and 
St. Paul, respectively, on Church Finance. Dr. Stein's efforts were 
sincerely appreciated and productive of much good. 


11. Referred to Synod for Action: 


a. Unpaid M. D. O. Pledges. 


The General Treasurer’s records show about $100,000.00 in unpaid 
M. D. O. pledges. As this money is needed to liquidate the interest 


bearing debt resting on our new institution in Regina and to satisfy 


the claims of the Wernle Orphans’ Home and the institution at Mars, 
will Synod authorize the Board of Administration to bring pressure, 
legal, if necessary, to bear on those able to pay their pledges? 


b. Christmas and Children's Day Services. 


Synod at Pittsburgh instructed the Lutheran Book Concern to 
continue the publication of Christmas and Children’s Day services 


for gratis distribution as heretofore and send the bill to the Genera! 


Treasurer for payment. During the period, July 1, 1924, to June 
30, 1926, the amount paid for Christmas and Children’s Day Services 
was over $6,000 which had to be borrowed and on which 5 per cent 
interest is being paid at present. No other synod publishes services 
gratis to congregations and Sunday-schools. 

Inasmuch as of the Christmas and Children’s Day liturgies more 
than two hundred thousand copies were printed during the past two 
years for gratis distribution, the Board recommends that this drain 
on the Institution and Mission treasuries be discontinued and in their 
stead booklets of selected Christmas and Mission songs and recitations 
be printed and sold to our congregations.

During 1924 and 1925 the General Treasurer borrowed $6,440.21 
necessary to pay Synod’s share of the budgeted expense of the 
National Lutheran Council. Our share for 1926 is $3,466.44. Does 
Synod expect the General Treasurer to continue borrowing for this 
purpose? 


{. , Fiwing the Amount the General Treasurer May Borrow. 


The Board asks Synod to determine the maximum amount 
(percentage of appropriations) the General Treasurer may borrow 
from the banks in Columbus for synodical purposes. 


g. Annuities. 


The Board asks Synod to call attention to its Annuity Department 
whose funds are in charge of the General Treasurer. No doubt 
throughout Synod there are persons who intend to make a gift to 
Synod at their decease, who would make the gift at once if Synod 
would pay them a reasonable return on the money during their 
lifetime. 

Annuities appeal to many persons because the investment is 
permanent and safe; the income is regular and unfluctuating. 
At the donor’s decease the principal automatically becomes the prop- 
erty of Synod, the income of which is used in perpetuity in accord- 
ance with the wishes of the annuitant.

The Administration Board recommends. an appropriation 
of $1,500 for matron and instructor if Synod authorizes the 
Melville Board to create the position. The $1,500 are 
included in the above appropriation. 


The Board of Administration requests that all educational 
institutions collect the students’ dues in full. Capital 
University and Hebron reported that all students have 
paid their dues for 1925 and 1926. The reports of the 
other institutions do not state whether the students’ dues 
have been collected in full. If students cannot pay their 
dues these dues ought not to be remitted but the district 
boards for students’ support or some congregation ought 
to be asked to assume the obligation so that the institution 
does not suffer the loss. 


Although the annual appropriations for the biennium 1925-1926 
are $20,000 higher than those recommended for the biennium 1927- 
1928, the table of appropriations showed that the annual appropri- 
ations recommended for the next biennium exceed the contributions 
of 1925 by approximately $64,000. (Requests since March 1926 not 
included, i. e. $2870 for Capital University and $16,860 for St. Paul.) 


If Synod will grant the appropriations requested but the con- 
tributions for the General Institution Treasury and the Mission treas- 
uries will not be increased proportionately, Synod’s indebtedness will 
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grow to alarming proportions, thousands of dollars will be needed 


for interest and our work will be hampered as never before. 


The Board of Administration, in charge of Synod’s fances, 
realizes the situation and although convinced that the amounts re- 
quested are necessaryeto carry on our work, it cannot conscientiously 
recommend the adoption of the synodical budget unless the various 
districts, especially those that have in late years fallen behind and 
in this way caused Synod’s present financial predicament, will prom- 
ise to use their utmost endeavors to increase their contributions and 
raise their respective minimum aim. 


If the districts refuse to assume this obligation, the Board of 
Administration, although it will recommend to grant the appro- 
priations requested by the mission boards, will be compelled to advise 
Joint Synod to reduce the appropriations for the educational in- 
stitutions by at least 20 per cent.

The subsidizing of the publication “Way of Salvation,” by Ger- 
naire inquiring especially concerning methods hitherto followed in 
evangelistic work. 

820 of the pastors of Synod replied, about 60% indicating per- 
sonal work and adult catechetical instruction as the methods fol- 
lowed. About 90% of the replies also requested that a workable 
plan of Evangelization be sent them. This the Commission pre- 
pared and sent to all the pastors of our own Synod as well as to all 
the pastors of the Iowa and Buffalo Synods; the Presidents of these 
bodies not only consenting to this service but heartily commending and 
endorsing the work. 

Tracts on some phase of Evangelistic work were also sent to 
all pastors of our Synod. 

At the present time the Commission is having prepared a small 
book of instruction, intended primarily for adults who are not fa- 
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miliar with the doctrines and practices of the Lutheran Church. | 


Also a Course in Evangelism is being prepared intended especially 
for students, pastors and lay leaders. 

At various times during the past year articles have been sent to 
our synodical publications setting forth the work of the Commission. 
At Capital University the work was also laid before the students of 
the Seminary. 

Arrangements have been made to have two or three pages in 
each issue of the Pastor’s Monthly devoted to the cause of the Com- 
mission. 

The Commission is of the conviction that several evangelistic 
leaders be placed in various sections of Synod with the view of show- 
ing in a practical way to both pastors and congregations how to work 
the great field awaiting our evangelical methods of soul winning. 

With the encouragement of the Commission a few such efforts 
have been undertaken with very marked and gratifying results. 

The matter of lay preaching, also referred to our Commission, 
is being studied and as soon as practical plans can be arranged the 
work will be encouraged and directed. 

The Commission would call the attention of Synod to the fact 
that while an appropriation of $2000.00 was allowed no treasury was 
designated from which this sum could be drawn. The Commission 
therefore made the temporary arrangement that the plate offering 
on the first Sunday after Epiphany be devoted to this cause; and that 
on that Sunday the work of evangelization be the general theme of 
the day.

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Rev. Fritz was instructed to prepare a tentative constitution 
and rules for the institution and the board and present same to 
Synod for approval.

COMMITTEE ON DEACONESS WORK 


Your Committee, appointed to bring in recommendations on the 
establishing of a Deaconness Motherhouse in Joint Synod, begs leave 
to submit the following report: 


After prayerfully considering the matter and carefully survey- 
ing the situation with reference to the Deaconess Motherhouses in 
other Synods, we advise against the establishing of such an insti- 
tution in our midst for the following reasons: 


I. The ten existing Motherhouses are amply equipped for the 
training of deaconesses and adequate to meet the demand for years 
to come. Statistics for 1924 show that there were 79 probationers 
and 81 pupils in the ten institutions, an average of 11 per institu- 
tion. 

II. Since several of these institutions are under the super- 
vision or control of synods with whom we are in accord, the estab- 
lishing of another such institution would be a waste of funds and a 
duplication of effort, contrary to the spirit of co-operation. 

III. The present form of organization of deaconess work seems 
to be exotic, and has never appealed to a large number of our con- 
stituency, though our people are in hearty accord with the work itself. 
This is attested by the fact that, according to the statistics presented 
at the 16th Conference of Lutheran Deaconess Motherhouses in 


America in 1924, there were but 31 pupils in the ten institutions, 
19 in one and 12 in the other 9. 
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n IV. The needs of the churches generally call for a greatly in- 
0 creased number of workers with a somewhat different and more 
varied type of preparation than the original idea of deaconess work 
0 intended. Apparently the Motherhouses are beginning to realize this, 
e for the Baltimore Motherhouse has established one and two-year 
training courses for Christian workers. oe 
THEREFORE, to meet these needs, we recommend that Synod fe 
establish a school for the training of Christian (parish) workers, es 
instead of a Deaconess Motherhonuse, along the following lines: ; 
I. The purpose of the school shall be to prepare and train men 
and women for leadership and work in our charitable institutions; aes 
in our parishes, to become pastor’s office assistant, assistant in con- ads 
gregational work, Sunday School superintendent; to instruct in week- 4% 
ly or vacation daily Bible school; to work up new territory and do 
lay-preaching; prepare lay-workers for Foreign Mission fields, etc., —_— 
as the need of lay-workers may demand. ug 
To this end the school should offer, in addition to the thorough ie, 
Bible study, which, of course, is fundamental, a number of theoretical 
and practical courses along the lines of the above work, as well as an Doda 
opportunity for regular, daily practical work in institutions and B: 
Il. The place for the location of this school should be a city, 
centrally located, such as Toledo, where we have a representative 
number of congregations, organized Inner Mission work, hospitals LER 
and other institutions, affording the student ample opportunity for re 
such work under the able leadership of men with experience. Rif 
FINALLY, we recommend that a committee be appointed to work ey 
out plans, curriculum and organization of this school. a.

STATISTICIAN OF JOINT SYNOD 


Your Statistician has furnished the customary statistics for the 
Almanac and Kalender as heretofore. On the matter of editing the 
Statistical Yearbook that was committed to him at the last meeting of 
Joint Synod, he has had a hard task to perform. This was due to 
the fact that pastors have not cooperated as they should in furnishing 
their reports promptly and when furnished were so incomplete and 
inexact that the work of editing was stupendous. The first year the 
publishing of the report had to be given up altogether because the 
reports could not be gotten in time. This year, with much urging and 
writing, the reports were secured though in several instances several 
months late. However when sent in most of them were so inaccurate 
that the whole work had to be gone over and in some instances done 
over. In the report of one district twenty-nine complete reports were 
missing and had to be supplied from the minutes of preceding years. 
In most of the reports many of the additions of pastors and statisti- 
cians were so unreliable that all had to be gone over in order to secure 
correct figures. It is to be deplored that this important part of 
church work, the gathering of statistics, is treated so lightly by many 
of our number. Your Statistician calls attention to the “Foreword” 
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given in this year’s published report as well as to the “General Sug- 
gestions to All Districts on the Matter of Statistics,” which have been 
presented to all the districts at their meetings this year. If these 
suggestions are followed the work will be very materially helped for 
the coming years. 

One thing more: In the discussions of the American Lutheran 
Statistical Association, the suggestion has been made that a new 
column be added to our blanks under the head of membership, “Con- 
tributing Members.” The blanks would then have one column for 
“Confirmed Members” and one for “Contributing Members.” On the 
latter group the apportionment for synodical purposes would be 
based. The English District took action last year in favor of such an 
added column. * Does Joint Synod want such a column added to the 
blanks hereafter? |

AGREEMENT OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE IOWA, OHIO 
AND BUFFALO SYNODS AND THE NORWEGIAN 
LUTHERAN CHURCH OF AMERICA TO BE 
SUBMITTED TO THEIR RESPEC- 

TIVE SYNODS FOR ACTION 


I. The Scriptures 
The synods signatory to these Articles of Agreement accept 
without exception all the canonical books of the Old and the New 
Testaments as a whole, and in all their parts, as the divinely inspired, 
revealed, and inerrant Word of God, and submit to this as the only 
infallible authority in all matters of faith and life. 


Il. The Lutheran Symbols 


1. These synods also, without reservation, accept the symbolical 
books of the Evangelical Lutheran Church, not insofar as, but because 
they are the presentation and explanation of the pure doctrine of the 
Word of God and a summary of the faith of the Lutheran Church, 
as this has found expression in response to the exigencies arising 
from time to time. 

(The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, in agreement 
with the position of the Lutheran Church of Norway and Denmark, 
has officially accepted only the three Ecumenical Creeds, the Unaltered 
Augsburg Confession, and Luther’s Small Catechism. This position 
does not imply that the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America in 
any way whatsoever rejects the remaining symbolical books of the 
Lutheran Church, as the constant reference to them in her theological 
literature amply testify, but since the other symbolical books are not 
known to her constituency generally, it has not been deemed neces- 
sary to require formal subscription to the entire Book of Concord.) 
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2. Adherence to our confessions pertains only to their doctrinal 
content, (i. e., the doctrines declared to be the divine truth and the 
rejection of opposite doctrines), but to these without exception or 
limitation in all articles and parts, no matter whether a doctrine is 
specifically cited as a confession or incidentally introduced for the 
purpose of elucidating or proving some other doctrine. All that per- 
tains to the form of presentation (historical comments, questions pure- 
ly exegetical, etc.) is not binding. 


Ill. Church Fellowship 


1. These synods agree that true Christians are found in every 
denomination which has so much of divine truth revealed in Holy 
Scripture that children of God can be born in it; that according to the 
Word of God and our confessions, church fellowship, that is, mutual 
recognition, altar and pulpit fellowship, and eventually cooperation 
in the strictly essential work of the church, presupposes unanimity 
in the pure doctrine of the Gospel and in the confession of the same 
in word and deed. 


Where the establishment and maintenance of church fellowship 


_ ignores present doctrinal differences or declares them a matter of in- 


difference, there is unionism, pretense of union which does not exist. 

2. They agree that the rule “Lutheran pulpits for Lutheran 
pastors only, and Lutheran altars for Lutheran communicants only” 
is not only in full accord with, but necessarily implied in, the teachings 
of the divine Word and the confessions of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church. This rule, implying the rejection of all unionism and syn- 
cretism, must be observed as setting forth a principle elementary to 
sound and conservative Lutheranism. 


IV. Points of Doctrine 
In 1920 all synods with the exception of the Buffalo (to which 
they had not been submitted) adopted theses on: 


1. The Work of Christ. 


After discussion of these theses the representatives present came 
to the conclusion that we are in full agreement in all essentials per- 
taining to these doctrines.

works or morality, are anti-Christian and destructive of the best in- 
terests of the church and the individual soul, and that, therefore, the 
Church of Christ and its congregations can have no fellowship with 
them. 

2. They agree that a Lutheran synod should not tolerate pastors 
who have affiliated themselves with any anti-Christian society. And 
they admonish their pastors and congregations to testify against the 
sin of lodgery and to put forth earnest efforts publicly and privately 
to enlighten and persuade persons who are members of anti-Christian

ciliation: 

Jesus Christ, God and Man, has not only for the benefit of, but 
in the place of the human race, taken upon Himself the sins of the 
world with the just penalties for them. In the place of the world 
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and for its benefit, He has, by His holy life, fulfilled the law, and, by 
His suffering and death, by His blood, paid, the penalty for the whole 
world, truly and completely satisfied the divine justice; redeemed the 
world from guilt and punishment of sin, and brought about the 
reconciliation of God, whose wrath had come upon mankind on ac- 
count of sin and whose justice required satisfaction. 

2. In regard to the Gospel: han 

The Gospel is not only a story, a narrative of what Jesus Christ wou 
has done, but at the same time it offers and gives the result of the  , ¢, 
work of Christ—above all, forgiveness of sin. Yea, it even at the BF mar 
same time gives the power to accept what it offers. all 


8. In regard to Absolution: 1T 

Absolution does not essentially differ from the forgiveness of sin 
offered by the Gospel. The only difference is that absolution is the 
direct application of forgiveness of sin to the individual desiring the 
consolation of the Gospel. Absolution is not a judgment passed by the 
pastor on those being absolved, declaring that they now have for- 
giveness. 

4. In regard to Holy Baptism and the Gospel: 

The Holy Ghost works regeneration of the sinner both through 
Baptism and the Gospel. Both are therefore justly called the means 
of regeneration. 

5. In regard to Justification: 

Justification is not an act in man but an act by God in heaven, 
declaring the repentant and believing just, or stating that he is re- 
garded as such on account of the imputation of the ete 4 of 
Christ by faith. 

6. In regard to Faith: 

Faith is not in any measure a human effort. Faith is an act 
of man insofar as it is man who believes. But both the power to be- 
soul or heart. 

7. In regard to Conversion: 

Conversion as the word is commonly used in our Lutheran Con- 
fessions comprises contrition and faith produced by the Law and the 
Gospel. If man is not converted, the responsibility and guilt fall on 
him because he in spite of God’s all sufficient grace through the call, 
“would not” according to the Word of Christ, Matt. 23:37: “How 
often would I have gathered thy children even as a hen gathereth her 
chickens under her wing, and ye would not.” 

If a man is converted the glory belongs to God alone, whose work 
of grace it is throughout. Before conversion or in conversion, there is 
no cooperation of man, but at the very moment man is converted, co- 
operation begins through the new powers given in conversion; though 
this cooperation is never independent of the Holy Spirit, but always 
“to such an extent and so long as God by His Holy Spirit rules, 
guides, and leads him.” Form. Concord. 
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8. In regard to Election: 

The causes of election to salvation are the mercy of God and the 
most holy merit of Christ; nothing in us on account of which God has 
elected us to eternal life. ; 

On the one hand we reject all forms of synergism which in any 
way would deprive God of His glory as the only Savior. On the other 
hand we reject all forms of Calvinism which directly or indirectly 
would conflict with the order of salvation, and would not give to all 
a full and equally great opportunity of salvation, or which in any 
manner would violate the Word of God which says that God will have 
all men to be saved and to come unto the knowledge of the truth.

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REPORTS OF SYNODICAL ORGANIZATIONS 


WOMEN’S MISSIONARY CONFERENCE 
Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States. 
GREETINGS: — 
In submitting to Synod our first report reviewing the activities 
of our Conference for the past two years, we are permitted to record 


many visible blessings that our gracious God has been pleased to 
shower upon us in response to our prayers and as a reward for our 


' humble efforts in carrying on His work. 


Knowing that He wants us to be doers and not hearers only of 
the Word, a mass meeting of the women of Joint Synod was held 
September 1913 at Toledo, Ohio, with a view of enlisting the services 
of Synod’s women in some definite work for missions. One year later, 
at Canton, Ohio, a permanent organization was effected under the 
name of THE WOMEN’S MISSIONARY CONFERENCE OF THE EVANGBEIICAL 
LUTHERAN JOINT SYNOD OF OHIO AND OTHER STATES. 

God has given our Conference many faithful members and 
willing workers and has guided us safely through difficult path: 
a Conference and as individuals we 

and 


Twelve District Conferences constitute our General organization: 
Columbus District, Western Pennsylvania District, Miami Valley Dis- 
trict, Southern Indiana District, Bucyrus District, Detroit District, 
North Western Ohio District, Eastern Ohio District, Auglaize Dis- 
trict, Guttenberg District, Atlantic District, California District. 

The Districts are composed of congregational societies, numbering 
approximately 150, aggregating 12,000 individual members. Although 
our work is fairly well established in these twelve Districts, never- 
theless it enlists only a portion of Joint Synod’s army of women. 
It is our earnest prayer that we can in the very near future establish 
and maintain the office of a Field Secretary, so that we may extend 
the bounds of our Conference throughout Synod. 

A capitation tax furnishes Conference with a general maintenance 
fund; receipts for 1925 were $1208.18. The total receipts of the 
General Treasury, (including free will offerings, tax and program 
fund receipts) for the years 1924 and 1925 were $5708.45; disburse 
ments, $3924.61.

ORGANIZATION 
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DEPARTMENTS 
Life and in Memoriam 


Life Memberships and In Memoriams in the Women’s Missionary 
Conference of the Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States, are provided 
for by the constitution. By the sale of memberships, (Life Member- 
ships $10.00; Memorial Memberships $25.00), Conference is establish- 
ing an endowment fund, the interest to be used from time to time as 
decided by Conference. To date this fund totals $6200.00 which is 
invested in bonds at 6 and 64 per cent. 


Realizing that one of our greatest responsibilities as a Women’s 
Missionary organization was the training of our young people to 
take an active part in the work of missions, and be prepared to 
“carry on” our work in the future, a resolution was passed in 1919 
to establish a Junior Department. Much effort has been put into 
forming junior organizations and supplying the serious lack of 
Joint Synod literature for Juniors. To date there are some sixty 
Junior organizations, earnestly at work in special training for mission 
work, using the fine educational missionary program and supple- 
mentary literature furnished by our Women’s Missionary Conference. 

The Junior organizations are contributing to all Synod’s home 
and foreign mission causes. However, these contributions go through 
the congregational channels into Synod’s treasuries. Conference has 
no revenue from Junior contributions. 

At the 1924 convention of Conference the following resolution 
was passed: 

“That we ask the Mission Board of Synod to suggest some 
project for the children of the Junior Mission Bands to work for and 
support, preferably a project for work among children.” In some 
Districts the Juniors have already resolved to give their support 
towards the purchase of a Rest Station in India for Missionaries 
and a school for the children of Missionaries. 


Thank-Offering Department 

In order to foster the grace of grateful giving, our women at 
their Sixth Convention established the Thank-Offering Department, 
and recommended the use of the Thank-Offering Boxes. The Thank- 
Offering is separate from regular dues and specials. The little 
thank-offering box has proven a potent means of expressing our 
gratitude in giving. The net income of our Thank-Offering boxes 
(four years) to January 1926, totaled $82,696.08. Of this amount 
$75,000 has been set aside for the building and equipping of our 
India Hospital. A part of the income of the Thank-Offering boxes 
will be used for maintenance of our India Hospital; the remainder 


will be devoted for a time to some branch of Synod’s Home Mission 
work, 
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Extension Department 

Realizing that Conference could not support a Field Secretary 
for the next few years, an Extension Department was inaugurated. 
A leaflet explaining this Department was prepared, printed and sent 
to the District Presidents and also to pastors of Joint Synod where 
societies are not organized. Answers were received from Kansas. 
Nebraska, South Dakota, Texas and Northern Indiana Districts. 
Encouragement was found in these inquiries and in the general 
requests for literature and also for copies of our Conference con- 
stitution. There are, however, instances where district officials, as 
well as individual pastors seem unwilling to permit the Extension 
Department to work among the women of their congregations. What 
can Joint Synod do to remedy this lack of co-operation? 

The establishing of our editorship for the “Kirchenzeitung” 


- was found to be a great aid, as it furnishes news of the Women’s 


work and Conference activities among the German Districts. Since 
this Department has been active, a gain of three new districts has 
been made, 80 societies, approximating 5000 individual members. 
Now that Conference has more literature and means of diffusing 
information, it should not be so difficult to interest our women in 
outlying districts. ‘ 


Literature Department 
During these first years, in a great measure, upon this Depart- 


ment rested the greatest burden of our Conference. Our primary aim 
in organization was: 


(1). To educate our women along missionary lines. 
(2) To enlist Joint Synod’s army of women in some definite 


~ work of missions. 


(3 To stimulate missionary activity among ourselves and the 
church at large in co-operating with our Synodical Boards. 

(4) To help in preparing. the coming generation to “carry on” 
in the mission work of the church. 

(5) To publish and circulate missionary literature. 

To attempt any one part of this program, we must have literature, 
and then more literature. Starting from nothing, this department 
has proven itself most capable, and Conference the recipient of 


_ great blessings through their efforts. Through this department, 


Conference has today at least a starting point and working basis for 
every one of our five points of aim. 

Annually fifty per cent of our general maintenance fund (approxi- 
mately $500.00 during 1925) is set aside for the publication and 
distribution of free literature. 


Program Committee 

Our monthly missionary programs are edited by a specially 
appointed committee and is a most important part of the Literature 
Department. The monthly program, which we feel is the heart of 
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our work, is now well established as a lesson leaf in practically 
every society,—senior and junior—, and is, also, self-supporting. 
The big effort of this department during the year 1924, was the 
sending out of 17,500 copies of this program each month, free, to 
all the women of Synod. It was hoped that this policy would greatly 
further missionary education among our women and extend the 
bounds of Conference. During 1925 the program fund netted Con- 
ference $1850.00. 

The editing of the “Women’s Department” in our “Standard” 
and “Kirchenzeitung” is another branch of our Literature Department. 
Conference fully appreciates this privilege granted by Synod. This 
phase of our work has developed steadily since inaugurating it five 
years ago and Conference has enjoyed many blessings from it. 

The publications of this department during 1924 and 1925 in- 
cluded Junior Handbook, Extension Department Literature, Picture 
Sheets (2), Thank-Offering Literature, “Add-a-Sheet” material,. 
which contained a Bible outline, a pageant and a questionnaire on 
a text-book; numerous program helps and suggestions for literature 
for every month, considerable material sent to the “Standard” and 
the “Lutheran Youth”. It imcludes also missionary playlets and 
pageants written by our own women, India Lace literature, Life and 
In Memoriam literature and book outlines for missionary study 


classes. 
Lace Making Department - 

At the 1924 convention of Conference our Lace Industry was 
made a regular “Department”. It is now the policy to exhibit samples 
and conduct sales of lace at all our District Conference meetings. 
Approximately $1450.00 worth of laces have been sold during the 
past two years. By resolution of Conference in 1924 a “Thread Day” 
was inaugurated. Beginning January 1925 to date Conference has 
received $209.60 for thread for our India Lace Makers. 


SPECIALS 
Auailiary Committee to Mars and Wernle Homes 


Through the activities of our Auxiliary Committees to the Mars 
and Wernle Homes, Conference endeavors to render the highest type 
of Christian service to our dependent aged and our orphans. We 
deem it a blessed privilege that Synod permits us to give a woman’s 
attention and effort in this branch of home missions. Now that 
these committees are better organized and supported, we are hopeful 
that we will be able to give this field of missionary work more 
attention. 


Report of the Auxiliary Committee to the Wernle Orphans’ Home

REPORT OF THE FIRST COMMITTEE 
President’s Address 
(As Adopted by Synod) 
A. GENERAL RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. We recommend that Home Missions be the order of the day 
for Thursday and that the committee on Organic Union with Iowa 
and Buffalo be asked to report when ready. 

2. That speakers shall be limited to five minutes and that no 
one shall speak more than twice on the same motion. : 

8. That the traveling expenses of the delegates and adtleory 
members shall be paid by the General Treasurer on the last day of the 
convention of Synod on order of the committee on Equalization of 
Traveling Expenses, and that payment be withheld from delegates 
or advisory members who leave before the close of the convention with- 
out an excuse from the Committee on Excuses.

B. PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 


1. We agree with the Honorable General President that the 
Lutheran Church is the church of the pure Word and the unadulter- 


_ ated sacraments and that we as a Synod are in duty bound to impress 


this truth upon the consciousness of our people, as also to spur them 
on to a greater appreciation of the blessings that God in His Grace 
has bestowed upon us as a church. | 

2. We deplore with the Honorable President that doctrinal mat- 
ters receive too little attention from pastors, pastoral conferences and 
district conventions. 

38. We are in full accord with our Honorable President when he 
says, that God has planted the Lutheran Church in American soil 
for a very specific purpose, namely, to spread the fundamental truths 


of Christianity and diligently to counteract the influences of Modern- 


ism, Secretism and Atheism. 
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4. Weare fully impressed with the importance of broader Home 
Mission activity in our Synod and are in full accord with the Honor- 
able President in advocating more home mission work and in creating 
a greater Church Building Fund. We trust that the plans outlined 
by the Commission on Evangelism will receive a universal adoption 
in our congregations. 

5. Since, as our Honorable President has pointed out, the Luther- 
an Church in America has not exerted an “influence upon national 
life commensurate with her inherent powers and her divine calling,” 
but has kept in the background, Lutheran Christians should be urged 
publiely to express their opinion on all questions that effect the moral, 
spiritual and religious life of the nation.” In order that this might 
be accomplished every effort should be made in our schools to train 
our people for leadership in church and state. To this end we must 


properly equip and liberally support our institutions of learning. 


C. PRESIDENT’S REPORT ON DR. SCHUETTE’S DEATH 


In compliance with the request of the Honorable President we 
recommend that on Monday, August 30, at 2 P. M., Synod hold a brief 
memorial service, Dr. Ed. Pfeiffer, Dr. H. J. Schuh and Rev. G. J. 
Troutman to be the speakers. 


Your committee takes the liberty to submit the following resolu- 
tions of respect on the death of Dr. Schuette, to-wit: 


Inasmuch as it pleased Almighty God to take from our midst our 
worthy General President Emeritus, Dr. C. H. L. Schuette, be it 
resolved 


1. That we bow in humble submission to His good and gracious 
will. 


2. That with sincere thanks to God we recognize that as pastor, 
professor and executive of our Synod, the deceased had by the grace 
of God for more than 50 years, been of invaluable service to the entire 
Evangelical Lutheran church and especially to our own dear Synod. 


8. That, though we feel the great loss which we have sustained 
through his blessed departure, we nevertheless are comforted by the 
assurance that by the grace of God and the merits of Jesus Christ, 
he has entered into the rest prepared for the people of God. 


(These resolutions were adopted by a rising vote and the 
memorial service was held on Monday afternoon as recommended by 
the President and committee.) 


D. PRESIDENT’S REPORT 
(Pages 16 and 17) 
1. We approve the action of our Honorable President in at- 
tending the conventions of all of the districts and especially commend- 


him for his zeal in visiting the outlying districts twice in the last 
biennium. 
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2. With the Honorable President we rejoice in the fact that 
pastors and congregations are showing a greater interest in the build- 
ing up of the church. 

8. We heartily agree with the fact stated by the Honorable 
President that “only consecrated teachers will be able to give our 
Synod a consecrated ministry, and only consecrated pastors will be 
able to build up consecrated congregations,” and pray that in this 
important matter God would continue to bless us in the future even as 
He has in the past. 

4. Because the “Prolegomena” to the constitution of Joint Synod 
state as one of “the reasons which induces Christians to organize 
Synodical bodies (is) the preservation and promotion of unity in the 
pure faith, and a united warfare against everything opposed to this 
faith,” therefore, more time should be devoted to doctrinal matters

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REPORT OF THE SECOND COMMITTEE 


Educational Institutions 
(As Adopted by Synod) 


I. THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY, COLUMBUS, OHIO 


1. Lest the false impression be created that the supply of min- 
isters im our. Synod is greater than the demand we respectfully 
recommend that Synod urge the presidents of the districts and the 
Mission Committee to make every possible effort to have calls in the 
hands of our Theological Students before the day of their graduation. 

2. We recommend that Synod appoint Prof. Paul Buehring and 
Mr. Theodore Buehring as a committee whose duty it shall be to 
study the. situation in Synod with reference to the need of men and 
money for the spreading of the Kingdom of God. 


ll. CAPITAL UNIVERSITY, COLUMBUS, OHIO 


1. With grateful hearts do we recognize the manifold blessings 
of God in the abundant success which attended the Capital University 
Appeal. | 

2. a. We recommend that Synod empower the Board of Capital 
University to erect simultaneously the Girls’ Dormitory, the Heating 
Plant, and an Assembly Hall and authorize them to proceed with the 
erection if the three building program does not exceed in cost $450,000. 


b. Should sufficient funds not be on hand from the Capital 
University Appeal fund te complete the above mentioned structures, 
we recommend that the Joint Synod authorize the Capital University 
Board to borrow the money necessary to complete these building opera- 
tions, the interest on the borrowed money to be paid from the Cap- 
ital University Appeal Fund. 

3. a. Your Committee recommends that Synod express its deep 
gratitude to the Mrs. Mary Schenk and her children, of Bexley, Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, for their splendid memorial gift of church organ and 
chimes that have been placed in the Divinity Hall and have been dedi- 
cated to the glory of God and His Church. 


b. We also recommend that a suitable scroll be prepared that 
will express the above sentiment and that it be presented to the Mrs. 
Mary Schenk and her children, the English secretary of Joint Synod 
to be instructed to attend to this matter at an early date. 


4. a. We recommend that Joint Synod create the office of Stew- 
ardship Seeretary for all the work of Synod. 


b. We recommend that Synod authorize the Board of Adminis- 
tration to appoint a Synodical Finance Committee of three members 
to be supplemented by the General President and the General Treas- 
urer as members ex-officio. 
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ec. This Synodical Finance Committee shall be empowered to 
appoint a Stewardship Secretary. 

d. The incumbent of this office shall, whenever requested, serve 
as an advisory member of the Synodical Finance Committee and of the 
executive committee of the Administration Board. 

e. He shall devote his entire time and energy to the duties of this 
office under the supervision of the Synodical Finance Committe, which 
shall determine his salary and tenure of office. His salary shall be 
paid pro rata from the various treasuries which he serves. 

f. He shall be placed under bond at the expense of Synod, the 
amount to be determined by the Synodical Finance Committee. 

g. He shall keep himself informed of the needs of the various 
treasuries, make these needs known to the church by publishing 
suitable notices in the church papers, by tracts, by correspondence, 


and by word of mouth at Synods, conventions, conferences, and other 


assemblies. He shall put forth special efforts, by personal solicita- 
tion and otherwise, to secure scholarships, endowments, annuities, 
ete. He shall concern himself about introducing the best financial 
system into congregations and be of help to pastors and people in 
furthering them in the grace of giving. 

h. The expectation is that the Finance Committee and the 
Stewardship Secretary will endeavor to secure the cooperation of al) 
the agents and agencies engaged in our regular synodical work, in the 
carrying out of this and any other plan for the prosecution of the ‘work 


with the view of coordinating and utilizing all the forces at our com- 
mand. 


5. We note with pleasure that a goodly number of the mem- 
bers of the faculty of our various educational institutions are, at 
their own expense, attending universities elsewhere. We commend 
their efforts toward higher attainments in order that they may there- 
by the more efficiently serve in our schools and in the church. 


6. We rejoice that a Chair of Bible has been established and 
that a capable professor has been secured to fill this position and that 
this department of religious training will receive increased attention 
in the future. 

7. We recommend that the following salary schedule shall ob- 
tain for the faculty members at Capital University: 


$3600-4200 per annum and house 
Full Professor .................. 2400-3000 per annum 
Associate Professors ._... 2200-2800 per annum 
Assistant Professor ... 2000-2600 per annum 
Instructor 1500-2000 per annum 
Dean in Seminary............ 100- 200 per annum in addition 


to salary of full professor 
8. We recommend that Synod empower the members of the 
Board to erect a suitable house for the president of Capital Uni- 
versity and that the cost do not exceed $256,000. 
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9. Since the work in the school has progressed to such an extent 

that the work in the library cannot be cared for by a part time 
librarian and a student assistant, therefore, we do recommend that 
Synod grant permission to employ a full time librarian. The salary 
to be $1,600.00 per annum. 
_ 10. We recommend that the members of the Capital University 
Board be empowered to establish a Summer School in connection with 
the Elementary Normal Department so soon as the Board finds it 
feasible, 

11. We recommend that your honorable body employ every 
possible means and use every possible channel to bring and keep be- 
fore our people, throughout the bounds of Synod, earnestly, vigorous- 
ly and persistently the duty and privilege of our people to place their 
children under the influence of Christian teachers in an atmosphere 
of Christian life, as is provided and offered by our schools and col- 
leges. Let a new and more virile slogan go throughout the bounds of 
our Syned, “Our own children for our own school.” 


Ill, LUTHER SEMINARY, ST. PAUL, MINN. 


1. We give thanks to God that He has privileged our venerable 
Dr. Ernst, although far advanced in years, to continue to perform his 
full work uninterrupted during the entire school year. 

2. a. Although the appointment of Instructor Herbert V 
the professorship of Natural Science was not strictly in acco 
with the regulations of Joint Synod, inasmuch as no cheir of Natural 
Science has been established for this school, we nevertheless recom- 
mend that the appointment be approved. 

b. We do also recommend a reclassification of the whole teach- 
ing foree at the St. Paul Seminary so that it will comply with Joint 
Synod’s classification of teachers—see pages 159-160, Joint Synod 
Minutes, 1920. 

8. We recommend that the same scale of salary that obtains for 
our Theological professors at Columbus, Ohio, shall be in force at 


Luther Seminary, for its theological professors. 


4. We recommend that Synod transfer the Theological depart- 
ment of our Luther Seminary, located at St. Paul, Minn., to Colum- 
bus, Ohio, as soon as the members of the two Seminary Boards and 
the General President of Joint Synod deem it expedient. 

5. We recommend that Synod compliment the Board of Luther 
Seminary, the Alumni Association, and Faculty in this that they have 
taken steps leading toward full accreditment as a Junior College and 
encourage them to strive earnestly for full accreditation at the 
earliest possible date. 

6. We recommend that Synod permit the Board of Luther Sem- 
inary to introduce co-education in the Academy and the Junior College 
beginning September, 1926. 

7. We recommend that Synod appropriate $10,000 to supple- 
ment the $6,000 raised by the Wisconsin District and the $10,000 
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raised by the Minnesota District to make the necessary $25,000 
needed for equipment to enable the Luther Seminary to become an 
accredited Junior College. 

8. We recommend that Synod authorize the Board to call a 
President. 

9. We recommend that Synod establish a chair of History. 

10. We recommend that Synod authorize the Board to in- 
corporate our school in St. Paul, Minn., under the name “Luther 
College” or any other appropriate name which the Board may select. 


IV. HEBRON COLLEGE AND ACADEMY, HEBRON, NEB. 


1. We rejoice in the success of the Hebron College and Academy 
and commend the Board and faculty for their progressiveness along 
conservative lines and we are pleased to report that the school has 
been incorporated according to the state requirements. 

2. We recommend that Synod ratify the action of the Board in 
increasing the number on said Board from five to eight members. 
This was done to conform with the state law requirement. Since the 
law demands that at least five members of the Board of Trustees 
be freeholders of Thayer County, therefore we recommend that Synod 
grant the petition to have eight men constitute this Board. 

3. We recommend that Synod sanction Article of Incorporation 
No. 6 only in so far as it refers to a Junior College. 

4. We recommend that Joint Synod fix the following salary 
schedule for the faculties of Junior Colleges, the same to go into 
effect September 1, 1926. | 

President of Junior College... $2,000-2,800 and house 

Full Professor of Junior College 2,000-2,800 

Associate Professor of Junior College 1,800-2,600 

Assistant Professor of Junior College 1,600-2,400 

Instructor of Junior College........ 1,200-2,000 

5. The steady increase in the number of students has brought 
to pass an acute housing condition, the erection of a Girls’ Dormitory 
is essential, a new Heating Plant is necessary and a larger church 
edifice to accommodate the student body is imperative, therefore, we 
recommend that Synod give the members of the Board of the Hebron 
College and Academy the privilege to put on an appeal within their 
own territory to raise the sum of about $85,000. This amount is 
needed to erect the above buildings necessary to carry on their work 
more effectively. 

We recommend that Synod grant to the Hebron College and 
Academy Board an appropriation of $3,000 to make the necessary 
improvements in the basement of Luther Hall to enable them to carry 
on their work more efficiently. 

7. We recommend that Synod grant the Board of Hebron Col- 
lege and Academy the permission to establish three additional pro- 
fessorships, one each for English, other Languages, and Social 
Science. For this no special appropriation is necessary. 
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Vv. LUTHER COLLEGE, REGINA, SASK., CANADA 


A. We recommend that Synod grant the request of the Board 
of Luther College, Regina, Sask., Canada, to engage the service of a 
matron to whom shall be entrusted the care of the girls and who is 
to assist in the capacity of an assistant teacher. The salary of the 
matron has been supplied. 

B. We. recommend that Synod give its permission to raise this 
school to the standard of a Junior College. The required number of 
professors and teachers are already in the school. 


VI. ST. JOHN’S ACADEMY, PETERSBURG, W. VA. 


1. The Board and the faculty of St. John’s Academy, Petersburg, 
W. Va., report that they have applied to the North Central Associa- 
tion of Colleges and Secondary Schools for membership. We com- 
mend them for this action. 

2. In view of the opportunities and general desire in this ter- 
ritor for higher education than we have been able to offer, we recom- 
mend that Synod introduce junior college courses in this institution. 

3. Owing to the crowded conditions now prevailing it is im- 
perative to build and equip a girls’ new dormitory and a dining hall; 
to alter the present dining hall so that it may be used as a music 
hall; therefore, we recommend that Joint Synod privilege the Board 
to raise the necessary money for these needed improvements within 
the eastern bounds of Synod. 

4. We recommend that the following scale of salaries be ef- 
fective in our acatlemies: 


Vil. SPOKANE COLLEGE, SPOKANE, WASH. 


1. We recommend that Joint Synod, recognizing that we need 
educational facilities in the Pacific Northwest, subsidize Spokane 
College to the extent of two professorships. 

2. We recommend that the details relative to our cooperation 
with the Spokane College be left in the hands of our General Presi- 
dent. 


Vill. TRAINING SCHOOL AT CAPITAL UNIVERSITY 


A committee appointed by the members of the Capital University 
Board presents a petition from the General Teachers’ Conference re- 
questing that a training school be established at Capital University. 

Since a training school is recognized as being very essential to a 
thorough normal course we recommend that Synod establish a Normal 
Training School in due course of time. 

Since the members of the Capital University Board have not 


had ample opportunity to discuss and consider the plans necessary 
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for the establishing of such a school we recommend that Synod refer 
this subject to the members of Capital University Board for their 
very thoughtful consideration. 


Under Item II, referring to the Capital University building pro- 
gram, a lengthy discussion ensued. The importance of all three 
buildings at the present time was stressed, the Women’s Building, 
long since promised, the enlarged Heating Plant, and the Assembly 
Hall, because in another year the institution cannot have the use of 
the old Christ Church and will have no place in which to hold even 


‘Chapel services. On the other hand, the fact was presented that only 


a part of the money needed for these buildings has yet been paid in 
and we should defer the full building program to a later date and at 
present only take up part of this building program to avold running 
into debt. 

In connection with III, Item 4, pertaining to the removal of the 

Theological Seminary at St. Paul to Columbus, the general opinion 
was expressed that for purposes of preserving unity in Synod and of 
making the Seminary more efficient the time had come for such trans- 
fer and the motion was unanimously adopted.

l. CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS 
A. Wernle Orphans’ Home, Richmond, Ind. 


1) The report of the Board is very gratifying, especially the 
items in reference to the farm and finances. 

2) With the Board we join in expressing deep regret at the 
death of Rev. M. L. Baum, so many years a member of the Board 
and ardent, active friend of the institution. 

8) We recommend the adoption of the Constitution as printed 
in these Minutes, pp. 47-53. 

The new Constitution of the Wernle Orphans’ Home calls for 
seven members of the Board. The Board was authorized to make 
a provisional appointment of the seventh member from Trinity 
Congregation of Richmond, Indiana.

I. Realizing that the greatest hindrance in the progress of our x 
Home Mission work at present is the lack of adequate financial sup- 
port, we recommend: 

a. Theat beth pesters..and members be impressed with the 
imperative need of larger gifts. 

b. That the Field Secretary consider it his main work to secure 
from our members larger sums as offerings for the Home Missions 
Treasury and the Church Building Fund. . 

-¢. That our aim be to raise as a minimum $1.00 per communi- 
cant member annually as support to the Home Mission Treasury and 
$50,000 per annum for the Church Building Fund. 


Il. a. We recommend that Joint Synod adopt the rules govern- 
ing the Home Mission Board with the following addition: 

The duties of the Home Mission Board as adopted by Joint Synod 
as a rule are advisory and admonitory; therefore, we recommend in 
case a missionary desires to appeal from the decision of the com- 
mittee that the order of appeal be from the District Mission Com- 
mittee to the District itself and then to Joint Synod. “ 
| b. Inasmuch as each of our Districts now has its own ar- 
rangement for the supervision of its missionary activity, we recom- . 
mend that no action be taken on the rules for the Districts by the t 
Mission Board.

V. In reply to the petition of the Wisconsin District for four 
or five missionaries for .. . , we answer that we fully recognize 
the need for which they plead. The same conditions obtain in other ! 
large cities. We earnestly hope and pray that the active interest , 
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of our pastors and the liberality of our people will permit our mission 
board to begin new work in the near future in these large centers of 
population. 


VI. We recommend that the adoption of rules prepared for the 
new Synod for minimum and maximum salaries of missionaries be 
put into effect for Joint Synod on January 1, 1927. (See Article 
XI under Home Mission Board, new Constitution, pp. 38-39). 


VII. a. We recommend the adoption of the President’s sugges- 
tion that a Commission on Inner Missions be appointed to study the 
needs and opportunities of Inner Mission work in cities and to advise 
pastors and congregations regarding future development. 


b. We recommend that the General President appoint this Com- 
mission and that it consist of five members, three to be clerical and 
two lay. 

c. We recommend that this work be left in the hands of Inner 
Mission Leagues and individual congregations until the commission 
to be appointed has made a study of the situation. 


VIII. a. We recommend that the various district mission com- 
mittees give consideration to the question of Student Service at the 
state schools and universities. 


b. In answer to the question of the Washington District, Synod 
replied: We authorize the Home Mission Board of Joint Synod to 
support Student Pastor work. 


IX. a. We commend the Commission on Evangelization for the 
work done thus far and we recommend that the Commission be con- 
tinued, 

b. We endorse the Commission’s plan to ask for the plate 
offering on the first Sunday after Epiphany to defray the expense of 
this work. 

X. We have in hand a report from the Northern District of the 
Synod of Catherina, Parana and Other States, also a petition for 
an appropriation of $3500 per annum for the continuation of 
Mission work in Brazil. We recommend that this appropriation be 
granted. 


XI. We have in hand a communication from President Heiden- 
reich notifying us that the Australian District has united with 
the United Lutheran Church of Australia. Since they have already 
been received we do not deem any action or further support necessary 
on our part other than to wish them God’s blessing. 


XII. Relative to the report of the Committee on Deaconess Work, 
we heartily endorse the plan proposed, but we recommend that instead 
of planning to establish a separate school, the committee to be ap- 
pointed aim to have this instruction given at Capital University. 


XIII. The correspondence with Brazil and Australia and the 
issuing of orders for payments there shall be left for the present in 
the hands of the Field Secretary. 
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Under point I of the report on Home Missions a lengthy dis. 
cussion was engaged in. The importance of our Home Mission Work 
in its bearing upon all the other work of our Synod, educational and 
otherwise, was emphasized. However, resolutions are not all that is 
necessary. The machinery must be set in motion to push forward the 
work in order to bring about results. Facts and information must 
be brought before our pastors first of all to fill them with a more 
consecrated missionary spirit and then before our people to awaken 
greater interest. Only in this way will improvement come. 

God will preserve His Word and Sacraments to us; and so if our 
work fails, it is because.we do not meet our opportunities. The church 
should be told of these and when this information is given we believe 
the work will be done. 

The interest of the lay delegates was so much aroused by the 


_ discussion of the Home Mission cause that a meeting was held by 


them and the following resolution was adopted and submitted to 
Synod: 

To THE MEMBERS OF THE JOINT SYNOD OF OHIO AND OrHer States 
Resolved, that we, the lay delegates attending this convention, wish 
to call the attention of Joint Synod to the fact that we as lay dele 
gates have had our interest aroused in the work of Home Missions 


and promise to do our utmost for this cause in our own congregation 
and the congregations of the precincts we represent.

SUMMARY OF THE MISSIONARY PLANS WITH RULES AND 
REGULATIONS 


Nov. AND 1925. 

A. The Home Missionary contributions of the entire Joint 
Synod shall continue to flow into one treasury, said funds to be in 
charge of our General Treasurer. All Building Fund monies shal! 
continue to be in charge of the General Treasurer, and in Canada shall 
be handled through our Board of Management in Canada. 

B. The Home Mission Board shall consist of the District Presi- 
dents, who shall meet at least once a year, as a rule the second Wed- 
nesday in November. Special meetings may be called 
of the Board, or by the President, and must be called 
written demand of five or more members of the Board. Every 
ber of the Board shall have two weeks’ 
At such special meetings any business whatsoever may be trans- 
acted and shall have full validity. This Board shall determine the 
percentage of the mission funds which shall be allotted to each dis- 
trict in proportion to the needs of their mission. fields. The other 
duties of the Board shall, as a rule, be advisory and admonitory. 
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However, in the case of a conflict between two districts relative to 
some missionary matter, the Board shall have full authority to de- 
cide. 

An Executive Committee of three members shall be chosen by the 
Board, with the Board’s Field Secretary, the General President and 
the General Treasurer as advisory members. 


The President and the Secretary of the Board shall be ex officio © 


members of the Executive Committee, and the third member shall be 
elected from among the remaining members of the Board. 


The Executive Committee shall carry out the instructions of the 
Board, and, in cases of emergency, act in its name. 


C. Each district shall have authority to initiate, manage and 
maintain the missionary activities within its borders. In case of 
unorganized missions, calls shall be extended by the District Commit- 
tee on Missions. 

D. A Field Secretary shall be elected by the Home Mission 
Board to serve for a term of four years, and the Board shall fix the 
amount of his salary. It shall be the duty of this Secretary to kindle 
interest and zeal for the mission cause and to solicit funds for the 
same. He shall attend as many district meetings and conferences as 
possible; write tracts, circulars, and articles for the church papers, 
and make addresses, especially before group meetings, as time will 
permit., He shall perform such other duties as may be assigned him 
by the Board. 


E. ORGANIZATION AND RULES 


1. The Board shall elect its own President, Vice-President and 
Secretary, whose terms of office shall be one year. 

2. All expenses of the Board itself, with the exception of ex- 
penses of Board meetings, but including salary and expenses of the 
Field Secretary, shall be paid from the Mission Funds by the General 
Treasurer on order of the President of the Board. 


8. Salaries (to be paid monthly), rentals (to be paid monthly 
in advance), traveling and moving expenses of all missionaries, so far 
as not paid by the missions themselves, shall be paid by the General 
Treasurer on order of the District Mission Committee concerned. 


4. The traveling expenses of each District Mission Committee 
shall be paid out of the District appropriations by the General Treas- 
urer on order of the District Committee. Moreover, we urge each 
District to make provision to meet this expense from some other 
source, 


5. A Special Fund for all expenses of the Board, moving ex- 
penses of missionaries, and all other general expense, sitall be set 
aside annually, before the amounts for missionaries’ salaries are ap- 
portioned to the various Districts. 


6. Appropriations for loans from the Church Building Fund 
shall be made by the Board itself, except in cases of extreme emerg- 
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ency, in which cases the Executive Committee shall act. As a rule, 
loans are to be made with the approval of the Board of Administra.

I. The President: He shall call all meetings and preside over 
the same, serve on the Executive Committee as chairman ex officio, 
sign all legal documents in the name of the Board and countersign all 
vouchers for bills to be paid. 


Il. The Vice-President: He shall assume the duties of the 
President in case of the President’s death, incapacity or absence. 


III. The Secretary: He shall keep all minutes of the Board 
and the Executive Committee, conduct all correspondence of both, 
issue vouchers for the payment of all bills, serve on the Executive 
Committee as its secretary ex officio, and sign all legal documents in 
the name of the Board. He shall receive reports of the District Mis- 
sion Committees and make out reports to Joint Synod.—Legal papers, 
in case of loans to be approved by the Administration Board shall be 
sent to the Secretary and by him be laid before the Administration 
Board.

“Solicit funds” shall be interpreted to mean “work for larger 
offerings, as well as large gifts, annuities and bequests for the Church 
Building Fund.”

REPORT OF THE FIFTH COMMITTEE 
Foreign Missions 
(As Adopted by Synod) 
Your committee had in hands the report on Foreign Missions. 


Secretary Schneider reported on every item in the official report. 
Your committee recommends the following: 


. A. General Remarks 


1. Evangelistic Work 


We express our gratificaton in view of the remarkable results 
shown by the following facts: 

The number of converts in 1925 was 263; the number of India 
Christians was 4,031. At the close of 1925 there were 174 persons 
being instructed and prepared for Baptism. It seems that we are 
entering upon a time of harvest after many years of seed-sowing. 


2. Educational Work 


In the work of Christsian education too, considerable progress has 
been made. A number of standard school-houses have been erected. 
These school-houses are substantial buildings and are used not only 
for teaching but also for evangelistic work. The total number of all 
pupils in all schools is 3,218. The Girls’ School at Gudur has been 
enlarged and the number of pupils has increased. We recommend 
that the temporary closing of the Boys’ Industrial School at Nayu- 
dupet be approved. 


38. Medical Work 


We are glad to note the progress that has been made also in this 
branch of our work. At Kodur a new medical dispensary has been 
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built and equipped; near Kodur a new dwelling has been erected for 
the catechist at the Leper Asylum; at Renigunta the work 6n the 
hospital is moving along as rapidly as circumstances will permit. 
We commend the Women’s Missionary Conference for the interest 


they have shown for our work by raising $75,000.00 among the women 
of our Synod for the hospital. 


4. Beneficiary Work 


We note with pleasure that the beneficiary work—the support 
by special gifts of pupils and Indian Workers—has been making sub- 
stantial progress. In our 4 Boarding Schools 327 pupils and 36 
of our work. 


B. Resolutions of the Board of Foreign Missions 


We bring to the attention of Synod the following fesolutions of 
the Board of Foreign Missions. 

1. The United Lutheran Church is taking steps to start and 
operate the Andhra Christian College. They have asked our Board 
to cooperate in this work to the extent of furnishing and supporting 
one professor in this institution. Our Board has agreed to submit 
this matter to the Joint Synod for action and herewith recommends to 
Synod to permit such an arrangement. 

2. The India Conference finds it necessary to take some steps to 
secure ground at Kodaikanal for the purpose of furnishing bungalows 
in which to take care of the children of our missionaries wiiile they 
attend school at that place. We recommend that Synod authorize 
the purchase of such property. 

aries while they are in the United States on furlough, the Board re- 
quests Synod to encourage our Women’s Missionary Conference to 
undertake the procuring and furnishing of such a place in Columbus, 
preferably in Bexley, so as to give the missionaries an opportunity 
to pursue studies at Capital University. 


C. Relation of Hermannsburg and Ohio 


Your committee desires to bring to the attention of Synod the 
following supplementary report of the Board of Foreign Missions in 
regard to the present situation existing between the Hermannsburg 
Mission and the Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States.

_ §Supplementary Report of the Board of Foreign Missions to the 
Honorable President and Delegates of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States, in regard to the present situa- 


of Ohio. 
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Dear Brethren :— 


As is well known, our Synod bought two mission stations from 
the Hermannsburg Mission, and, later on, took in hands the work, 
as well as the financial support, of eight stations which had still been 
in the possession and care of Hermannsburg. 

At first the understanding was that the eight stations should, in 
course of time, be turned back to Hermannsburg and that proper 
financial adjustment should then be made. However, at the request 
of the Government of India, at the time Rev. C. V. Sheatsley was in 
India as the Commissioner sent by our Synod, the Hermannsburg 
Mission, through its Director, Dr. Geo. Haccius, in 1921, signed a 
document by which the Hermannsburg Mission Society placed its 
work and its property in India into the hands of Joint Synod. This 
was done in such a plain manner that not only our Board, but the 
India authorities considered the matter settled. Dr. Haccius signed 
the document sent him by Rev. C. V. Sheatsley from India and then 
wrote to the Board, July 4, 1921, as follows: “With interest and 
thanks we have read the report of your Commissioner, the Rev. C. V. 
Sheatsley, regarding his visitation of our former Telegu Mission 
in India, and have sent to Dr. Leith a declaration as desired by your 
Mission Board consenting to the transfer of our Mission and of our 
property to your Board.” Dr. Leith, Convener, Committee on Ger- 
man Missions, National Missionary Council of India, wrote to the 
Board under date of August 2, 1921, as follows: “I have heard from 
Dr. Haccius, Hermannsburg, Germany, indicating that it is their 
desire that the work and property should be taken over by the Ohio 
Mission.” 

With this before us, our Board went on with the work, supplying 
missionaries, native workers, school houses, and expanding the Board- 
ing Schools, as well as encouraging the good women of our Synod, 
through the Women’s Missionary Conference, to raise money for a 
Hospital and to assume the support of Rev. Floyd Kantzer while he 
is taking a medical course at the Chicago University. 

To our surprise, we were, early in the year 1926, “unofficially” 
informed that a movement was gaining room in the circles composing 
the Hermannsburg “Missionsgemeinde,” aiming at a return of the 
Hermannsburg missionaries to India. When this report was repeated, 
again in an indirect way, our Board directed our General President and 
its seeretary to write to Dr. G. Haccius, in the matter, telling him of 
the proposed “merger” with Iowa and Buffalo with Ohio, and ex- 
pressing the wish that the future relations of Hermannsburg and 
of our Synod in regard to the India mission field be definitely set- 
tled. The suggestion was made that it would, in our judgment, be 
best if either our Synod retain the whole field or Hermannsburg take 
back the whole field, including Kodur and Puttur, which had been 
sold to us. 

After some delay, Dr. Haccius sent a reply. He, at the same 
time, sent a plan suggested by the former missionaries in India, but, 
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he, above all, urged that a representative of our Board come to Her. 
mannsburg to take up the whole matter. The Board reiterated its 
convictions that in its judgment the best solution of the matter would 
be that either we keep all- or Hermannsburg take all, at the same 
time it also resolved to send Rev. A. W. Wilch, who was about to 
start to India at the expiration of his furlough, and the secretary 
of the Board to Hermannsburg as representatives. Dr. Haccius was 
duly informed of this action. However, in the providence of God, 
he did not live to receive our letter. We were informed of his death 
and also of a date, July 15th, on which a meeting had been ar- 
ranged for the “Missionsausschuss” to meet with the representatives 
about to be sent. 

The representatives sailed June 30th and arrived at Hermanns- 
burg July 14. Rev. Schomerus, acting Director, at once stated that 


he was directed to have a preliminary conference with the delegates. 


This meeting lasted from 10 o’clock P. M. July 14th antil 1:30 A. M. 
July 15th. 

- We were told that, at the annual Missions Fest, held in June, 
the matter had been made known to the people, and that a meeting 
of representatives of the various parts of the “Missionsgemeinde” 
had been called. This meeting took place early in July, and is said 
to have been attended by about 300 delegates. Wéeé were told that a 
great enthusiasm was aroused in the meeting and that the sentiment 
was expressed to take back the mission work in India. One section 
of the Missionsgemeinde gave the assurance that it would alone as- 
sume the support of two stations. 

We were told also that, as far back as two years ago, steps had 
been taken to find out whéther Hermannsburg could get back to India. 
When we interposed that it seemed strange to us that nothing of this 
was even intimated to our Board, we were told that they were waiting 
for further divine guidance. 4 


Our representatives told Rev. Schomerus that, in case Hermanns- 
burg took back the whole field, they would thereby assume not only 
the moral responsibility to care properly and sufficiently for the 
field, but also the paying back to our Synod of at least our money 
paid as the purchase price of Kodur and Puttur and $6,000 paid them 
as a loan before we had assumed the care of their stations and that 
as for the rest, Synod would have to decide. 


According to a prearranged schedule, the Missionsausschuss met 
on July 15th in private session. The Americans were admitted at 
10 o’clock. The secretary of our Board was given an opportunity to 
speak. He presented the matter in the form in which he had pre- 
pared it at home and in which the Board had heard it. 

After some discussion a recess was taken. 

At 8 o’clock the session was resumed. In addition to the Ameri- 
cans the former India missionaries were present. 

It was then stated that it had been decided that Hermannsburg 
desired to take ‘back the whole field with the exception of Kodur, 
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Puttur, and Tirupati and Madras. The secretary urged that that 
would not be a fair division. 

The discussion, however, was cut short and the “Ausschuss” went 
into private session again. After a long time the Americans were 


again admitted and the following resolutions were presented as the 
result of the meeting. 


1. The “Missionsausschuss” requests the Synod of Ohio to con- 
tinue to keep and to support also in the future the stations hitherto 
held as their own, namely, Kodur and Puttur and to add thereto, as 
a new part of their field, Tirupati and Madras. 


2. The “Missionsausschuss” resolved farther to take back the 
remaining stations, hitherto managed by the Ohio Synod, as soon as 
nized List.” 

8. The “Missionsausschuss” authorized the acting chairman 
to take the necessary steps to gain the required recognition in India 
for the Hermannsburg Mission. 

4. Should the Ohio Synod decline to grant the request found 
in paragraph 1, the Hermannsburg Mission would consider itself in 
duty bound to look also upon this territory as being its own. The 
particulars in this case are left to future action.

When these results had been reported in a letter to our Board by 
the committee sent to Hermannsburg, our Board held a meeting and 
adopted a number of resolutions. After the secretary of the Board 
had verbally supplemented this written report at a meeting held 
August 22, then resolutions were taken up for reconsideration and 
adopted in the following form: 

1. The administration of the mission ought to be determined 
for the future, as it has been done in the past, not in consideration 
of any interests in the way of desires or ambitiofis“6r aims which 
either Hermannsburg or Ohio may have, but solely on the ground of 
the interests of the mission itself. 


2. While it may be doubted whether even the division of the 


field in 1912 was the wisest course to pursue, developments and ex- . 


periences since that time plainly indicate that such a division now 
would not be conducive to the promotion of the highest interest of the 
Mission and the Indian church, and that in view of marked differ- 
ences in Evangelistic and Administrative methods, questions of dis- 
cipline and order, the training of Indian workers, etc. 


8. When in the providence of God the burden and responsibility 
of the work on the entire field were laid upon the shoulders of our 
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Synod, and our own missionaries were compelled to carry on the 


work, the mission as a whole had to be reconstructed and reorganized 


along the line of American Methods. This was not a matter of choice 
or preference but became a sheer necessity, if the work was to be 
maintained and properly conserved. Under these circumstances, it is 
our conviction that the interests of the Mission will be served best if 
the work is continued as it is now carried on. 


These resolutions are the answer of the Board to the resolutions 
and request of the “Ausschuss” of the Hermannsburg Mission. 


Resolved, That since in the nature of the case, it is impossible 
either for the Board or Synod to act definitely at this time, we here- 
with request that the Honorable Joint Synod authorize the Board in 
connection with the General President to act in this matter in the 
future according to their best judgment, as circumstances may re- 
quire. 


Your committee has accepted the three points given by the Board 
of Foreign Missions as an answer to the Hermannsburg “Missions- 
ausschuss,” and herewith recommends to the Honorable Joint Synod 
that it also accept them. ; 

Your committee has also adopted the resolution adopted by the 
Board of Foreign Missions and proposes that Synod also adopt this 
resolution. 

Synod adopted the resolutions submitted by the Board and added 
the following, to-wit: 


“We express it as our conviction that the whole field in India 
should be retained.” 


Intersynodical Lutheran Orient Mission Society 

We recommend that an effort be made to put the work of the 
Mission upon a regular Synodical basis, by enlisting, if possible, the 
cooperation of the Joint Synod of Ohio with the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church, and the Iowa Synod. | 

In: the meantime, we request that all monies collected in our 
Synod for this work, shall go through the hands of our Genera! 
Treasurer, Mr. Conrad, and all monies paid direct to the Kurdistan 
Secretary-Treasurer be reported to our General Treasurer. 


We request further that an annual report of the work itself be 
sent to the secretary of our Foreign Mission Board. 
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REPORT OF THE SIXTH COMMITTEE 


Colored and Mexican Missions 
(As Adopted by Synod) 


SECTION a® Colored Missions 


1. We deplore the fact that so many calls sent out by the Board 
in the past have been returned and we urge the Board to renew its 
effort to secure energetic, capable and conscientious missionaries; 
and we further recommend that those brethren receiving calls to this 
field of labor earnestly and prayerfully consider the same. 

2. We commend the action of the Board in centering their ef- 
forts in day schools and Sunday-schools in the hope of finding and 
training up laborers at least for the future seeing that it was im- 
possible to secure the services of competent pastors for the field. 

3. Since the work at Cleveland, Ohio, in the eyes of the Board 
is dead and the Board early last year decided to sell out and quit, 
we recommend that the field be abandoned not later than October 1, 
1926. 

4. We rejoice in the fact that by the grace of God the work in the 
Alabama field seems to be prospering and hope that competent ac- 
tive pastors may.be secured at an early day in order to press the 
advantage gained thus far. 

5. We recommend the adoption of the proposed constitution 
submitted by-the Board of Colored Missions. 

6. We call attention to the fact that the financial report. for 
some of the live missions in Alabama is incomplete. 


SecTion B. Mexican Missions 


1. We express our grateful pleasure that by the grace of God 
the work of missions among the Mexicans is progressing and that 
God’s blessing rests upon the work. 


2. Regarding the point on organization we call attention of the 
committee to the resolution of Joint Synod, convention of 1924, page 
180, directing that the president of the Texas District be chairman, 
ex officio, of the committee on Mexican Missions, and request an ex- 
planation as to why the instruction of Synod was not followed in the 
organization of the committee. 

3. Your Committee was unable to agree as to what should be 
done with regard to the organization of the Mexican Mission work, 
therefore we resubmit for your consideration our previous recom- 
mendation, with a few changes, to-wit: 


a. We recommend that the Honorable Joint Synod authorize 
and create a Board of Mexican Missions, and that the president of the 
Texas District be chairman, ex officio, of that Board. 
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b. We recommend the ratification of the proposed constitution 
submitted by the present committee on Mexican Missions as it appears 
on page 75. 

c. We recommend that an article making provision for the call- 
ing of a Superintendent (when necessary) specifying his duties and 
obligations be incorporated within the constitution. 

4. We recommend that Joint Bynod grant permission to the 
committee to enlist the interest of the Women’s Missionary Conference 
and others in the matter of a school building at San Juan, Texas. 

5. We express our appreciation of the fact that the committee 
has secured the services of a lay worker, in the person of Miss Mel- 
lenbruch, and hope that others will soon follow. 

6. We recommend that the committee make every effort to se- 
cure two or three young Mexicans who would study for the ministry 
so that, in the process of time, the work may be extended across the 
border. 

The General President was instructed to appoint the Board of 
Mexican Missions. 


REPORT OF THE SEVENTH COMMITTEE 


Finances 
(As Adopted by Synod) - 


We, the finance committee, submit the following report to the 
honorable body of the Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States. 


I. RESOLUTION ON PRESIDENT’S SUGGESTION 
(Official Report, page 22) 
Your committee recommends oe) wee re) 4, page 22. 
Il. ION DOLLAR RING 
(Official Report, pages 84-87) 
1. The General Treasurer’s records show that $882,861 were 
pledged for the M. D. O. About $100,000 is yet outstanding. 
We recommend that the General Treasurer continue his efforts 
to collect the balance of the M. D. O. pledges and to this end request 


our pastors to cooperate with the treasurer to the best of their ability. 
2. With regard to item 1, section A, page 84, your committee 


recommends that Synod authorize the General Treasurer to pay 


$2,545.43 to the board of the Springfield, Minn., institution which is 
still due on their $25,000 allottment from the M. D. O. 

3. We recognize that Synod owes our Richmond institution ap- 
proximately $7,000, its remaining portion of the M. D. O. We recom- 
mend same be at the disposal of this institution whenever needed., 

4. With regard to the $20,000 promised to our Mars institution 
of the M. D. O. we recommend the payment of $6,000 cash and 
acknowledge debt on the balance, Synod to pay interest on the same. 
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Il. CHRISTMAS \AND CHILDREN’S DAY SERVICES 


1. We recommend ih regard to Point B, under 11, page 86, that 
in the future the free distribution of Christmas and Children’s Day 
Services be discontinued. 

2. In accord with the suggestsion of a number of pastors and of 
the Board of Administration, we recommend that beginning January 
1927, these services be furnished to our congregations at a price 
reasonably low, yet large enough to cover the cost. 


Ill. CHURCH PAPER CREDITS 


1. We recommend that the suggestion of the Administration 


Board be adopted namely, that the cost of publishing credits in 
church paper be assumed by the publishling house and that this go 
into effect October 1, 1926. 

2. We recommend that beginning with October 1, 1926, in print- 
ing credits, the name of the congregaton and the sum total only be 
mentioned. 

IV. INSTITUTION CATALOGUES 


We recommend that after January 1, 1927, the cost of publication 
of catalogues of the various institutions be borne by the respective 
institutions. 

V. NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL BUDGETED EXPENSE 


1. We would encourage our representatives on the National 
Lutheran Council to urge said council to reduce the amount of over- 
head expenses. 

2. We petition Synod to add our quota of expenses to the forth- 
coming appeal for the National Lutheran Council. 


VI. FIXING THE AMOUNT THE GENERAL TREASURER MAY 
BORROW 


We recommend that the Board of Administration be granted 
authority to set the limit of the General Treasurer’s capacity to 
borrow. 

Vil. ANNUITIES 


We encourage the further ingathering of annuities on the part 
of those in charge of Synod’s finances and ask that this form of giving 
be stressed. 

Vill. USE OF ENDOWMENT FUNDS 


Inasmuch as some of our institutions and Boards have heretofore 
used endowment funds, for building purposes or for current ex- 
penses, we recommend that in the future the use of endowment funds 
in any way for the purchase or erection of buildings or current ex- 
penses by any of the institutions or boards of Synod, be not per- 
mitted. 

IX. SALE OF SCHULTZE PROPERTY 

We approve the action of the Board of Administration in dis- 

posing of the Schultze property on East Rich St., Columbus, Ohio. 
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X. SALE OF WOODVILLE PROPERTIES 


We recommend that the Board of Administration continue its 


efforts to dispose of the Woodville Normal property even if this has 
to be done at a sacrifice. 


XI. GROWTH ON THE PART OF OUR PEOPLE IN THE GRACE 
OF GIVING 

Inasmuch as the report of the General Treasurer shows an 
increase in benevolences of approximately 100 per cent in nine years, 
we recommend that our people be commended for their liberality and 
pray that they may continue to grow in the grace of Christian giving. 

XII. CHARTER CAPITAL UNVERSITY 
(Page 194) 

Since making Capital University the legal property of Joint 
Synod might endanger its accreditment and since your committee did 
not have the necessary documents, we recommend a committee be 
appointed by the General President whose duty it shall be to fully 
investigate this matter and report to the General President. 


JOINT SYNOD VESTRYMAN 
(Page 22) 


With reference to item 3, page 22, we recommend that Joint 


Synod authorize the Board of Administration to enter into negotia- 
tions with the Eastern District for the purpose of acquiring the 
“Joint Synod Vestryman” and make it the official bulletin of the 
Administration Board, this bulletin to be published monthly and be 
sent to the vestrymen of all congregations. 


XIV. GENERAL PRESIDENT’S REQUEST 
(Page 27) 
We approve the action of the General President in renting, with 
the consent of the Administration Board, a room in the Lutheran 
Book Concern Building for office purposes. 


XV. REQUEST OF LUTHER COLLEGE BOARD 

With reference to the request of Luther College, Regina, Canada, 
we recommend the matter be referred to the Administration Board 
for adjustment. 
XVI. REQUEST OF TREASURER OF CAPITAL UNIVERSITY 

With regard to the request of the treasurer of Capital University 
we recommend that Synod instruct the treasurers of our educational 
institutions to change their fiscal year from the calendar year to a 
year beginning June 1, and ending May 31, each calendar year. 

XVIl. DEBT LIQUIDATION 
| (Page 195, item 1) 

We are in accord with the wishes of the Texas District and 
urge Joint Synod to liquidate the indebtedness of the various treas- 
uries before the merger with the Iowa and Buffalo Synods takes place. 
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XVIll. THE SYNODICAL BUDGET 


a. Since almost every treasury of Synod shows a large and ever- 
increasing deficit and since the accumulated debt has grown to such 
proportions that it is a disquieting thought to many, your committee 
in fixing the budget for the next biennium of Synod has included only 
those items which they deemed really necessary. 

b. In view of the Synodical deficit and the uncertain financial 
outlook for the next biennium, we recommend that only half of the 
proposed increase in professor’s salaries be granted during this 
biennium, 

ce. We recommend that the salary of the General President be 
increased $500.00 and that of the General Treasurer $300.00. 

In connection with the above resolution “b” Synod resolved that 
a house free from rent is to be given to the Presidents of the Educa- 
tional Institutions as recommended in the salary schedule though for 
this biennium only half the salary raise is granted. 


XIX. CAPITAL UNIVERSITY BUILDING PROGRAM 

If the Building Program at Capital University does not exceed 
$450,000 the available cash on hand and the probable amount avail- 
able on the Capital University Appeal pledges, we recommend that 


Synod authorize the Capital University Board to proceed with the 
erection of the buildings as soon as feasible. 


If more than $450,000 is required we recommend that the Music 
Hall be not erected at this time. 


XX. OTHER FINANCIAL MATTERS 


1, Since a considerable sum is outstanding on tuition at our 


St. Paul institution, we recommend an effort be made to collect all 
unpaid tuition and that the room rent be raised. 


2. We recommend that during the next two years beginning 
January 1, 1927, our pastors and congregations center their efforts 
on raising their quotas and that no special collections outside of 
congregational expense be permitted except in extreme necessity and 
then only after the claims have been voted on the floor of Synod or 
else examined and approved by the Board of Administration. 


XXI. ADVISORY MEMBERS OF BOARDS AND EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE OF BOARD OF ADMINISTRATION 


a. Advisory members may be appointed by Boards in emerg- 
encies with the consent of the General President.

Your committee feels unable to make any recommendation with

Vil. THE HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


The committee notes with satisfaction the recent valuable ac- 
complishments of the Historical Society in perpetuating the memory 
of men and places outstanding in Joint Synod’s history and we recom- 
mend that this society be encouraged in its activities. 
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VIL. CRITICISM OF MINUTES 


Realizing that constructive criticism works for the solidarity of 
Joint Synod your Committee recommends that the request of the 
English District be denied. 


IX. CHURCH ARCHITECTURE

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5. Because of the possible union of our Synod with Iowa and 
Buffalo the revision of the Synodical Handbook was deferred. We 
recommend that the request for continuing the committee be granted, 
and that the committee be instructed to report the revised manu- 
script to the next meeting of Synod. 

6. We recommend that the Board be commended for installing 
a Sprinkler System in the building of the Lutheran Book Concern, 
and that this action be approved. 

7. We express our satisfaction that the Schulze property, con- 
sisting of thirty-one and a half feet frontage and adjoining the Book 
Coneern on the west, was purchased, at a reasonable figure, and we 
recommend that this action of the Board be approved. 


8. We are glad to note that the Publication Board has taken 
steps to commemorate, in a suitable and practical manner, the fourth 
centenary of the presentation of the Augsburg Confession, and we 
recommend that all ministers and others, here and now, promise to 
do all within their power to get the books, that are to be published, 
out among the people. 

9. We express our delight that the periodicals of Synod, for the 
fiscal year ending May 31, 1926, netted a profit of $6,021.17, but re- 
gret that a number of them again appear on the debit side of the 
ledger. We are also pleased to learn that the Publication Board has 
taken steps, through the General Luther League, to put on a cam- 
paign of education and of canvass for new subscribers of our papers. 
Dr. H. J. Schuh has been appointed to meet with the General Luther 
League at Canton, Ohio, in the coming October, and ask a place on the 
program; a pamphlet on the value of Christian literature is also be- | 
ing prepared, which will be ready for distribution in the near future, 
the tract being intended in particular to furnish ministers material 
for a sermon; and on the Sunday immediately preceding Lent every 
minister will be expected to preach on the subject, and during Lent 
the Luther Leaguers will canvass for subscriptions. 

We recommend that Synod heartily approve of this step and that 
there be no laggards in putting the plan across. 

10. We were pleased to note that, in round numbers, 130 books 
and pamphlets, new and reprints, were issued during the last bi- 
ennium. In view of the fact that so little Christian literature is 
being read by our people, we recommend that each district, at its 
meetings in 1927, have a paper on the value of Christian literature 
and thus bring the subject up for discussion, and that in general 
more attention be given the subject at our annual synodical and 
conference gatherings. 

11. On Statistician of Joint Synod, page 182, we recommend: ~ 

That pastors and statisticians be urged to send in correct re- 
ports and send them in promptly, that the official forms be used, 
and that Synod look to the district presidents to see that these things 
be done; 
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That the rubric, “Contributing Members,” be added to the 
parochial reports. 

12. On the matter of Publicity, item 4, Western District, page 
194, we recommend that a Committee on Publicity, consisting of 
three members, be appointed by the General President, and that this 
Committee work out a system of publicity that can be put in prac- 


. tice throughout Synod. 


13. a. Item 1, page 196, is in part covered by item 4 of this 
report. Relative to a curriculum for Sunday-school work we call 
attention to the fact that we already have such a curriculum in the 
various helps that are being provided for the different grades. 

b. As to item 2 of the same communication, we call attention to 
the Training Course already outlined, namely, “To My Sunday School 
Teachers” (Sheatsley), “The Pupil and the Teacher” (Weigle), “A 
Guide to the Study of the Bible” (Sheatsley), “How to Teach in 
Sunday School” (Schmauk). 

14> In addition we recommend that the Publication Board issue 
small volumes dealing in particular with the various grades. 

15. As to the request of the Intersynodical Hymnbook Caommit- 
tee, that an appropriation of $500 for an editor be made, we recom- 
mend that the Committee be continued, but that the appointment of 
a paid editor be deferred for the present. 

16. The Lutheran Book Concern is requested to make a financial 
report to Joint Synod at its meeting every two years. At the same 
time Synod’s resolution of 1920 was renewed that the financial report 
of the Book Concern be not published in the minutes, but that an an- 
nual statement be sent to all pastors and congregations of Synod. 


REPORT OF THE ELEVENTH COMMITTEE 


ON THE ORGANIC UNION WITH IOWA AND BUFFALO SYNODS 
(As Adopted by Synod) 


We respectfully beg to report to your honorable body that the 
committee appointed by Dr. C. C. Hein, General President of Synod 
called a meeting Monday, 9 A. M., in the assembly room of the 
Lutheran Book Concern and begs leave to submit the following report. 

I. In accordance with the resolution of all the Districts of the 
Joint Synod a committee appointed by your honorable President for 
the purpose of drafting a constitution for the proposed new Synod 
to be formed by the amalgamation of the Iowa, Buffalo and Ohio 
Synods held a number of meetings with the respective committees 
of Iowa and Buffalo. The result of these meetings was the proposed 
Constitution and By-Laws which were unanimously adopted by all 
the participating committeemen in a spirit of brotherly unity which 
seemed to indicate perfect and remarkable accord of the three Synods 
in all essential matters. 
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It was likewise very apparent that each member of the Sub- 
Committee of our Preliminary Committee consisting of one member 
from each District of the Joint Synod and the two Vice-Presidents of 
Joint Synod was in complete harmony and accord with the proposed 
constitution and earnestly desired that the organic union with the 
lowa and Buffalo Synods be effected upon the proposed basis. 

II. Your committee expected that it would only need to report 
to your honorable body this constitution and the unanimity which 
prevailed in the Joint Commission in order to insure a unanimous 
and enthusiastic vote for the union, but your committee was informed 
that the honorable Synod of Iowa at its meeting last week, by an 
overwhelming majority adopted the resolution of uniting the three 
bodies on the basis of the proposed constitution, with the distinct 
provision, however, that several important changes be made in the 
proposed constitution and appended Recommendations. | 

One was the demand that Art. II, Sec. 1, reading: “The Synod 
accepts all the canonical books of the Old and New Testaments as the 
inspired and inerrant Word of God and the only source, norm and 
guide of faith and life,” should be changed to read: “The Synod 
accepts all the canonical books of the Old and New Testaments as the 
inspired Word of God and the inerrant and only source, norm and 
guide of faith and life.” 

As to this change the Rev. E. Rausch, the official delegate of the 
honorable Iowa Synod, gave the following personal explanation: 


“TI. Iowa has not and does not intend to change its ctntessional 
position but stands foursquare on the Toledo Theses. 


“II. Art. Il, Sec. 1: The Word of God as ifspired of God is in- 
errant in each and every statement, and the Canonical Books as we 
have them now, even if errors in matters not pertaining to my sal- 
vation could be shown, are nevertheless the inspired and inerrant 
Word of God, the only and all-sufficient source and norm in all 
matters of faith and conduct. 


“III. The transposition of the word ‘inerrant’ in the formula- 


tion proposed by Iowa has been made only to preclude a misunder- 
standing of and applying to the books of the Bible in their present 
form what can only be said of the Books of the Bible as inspired by 
the Holy Spirit and written by the holy men of God.” 

The other change was, that under “Recommendations” of the 
Joint Commission in the first section of the article, “On Our Theolog- 
ical Seminaries,” all reference to an ultimate consolidation of the 
Seminaries be stricken. A motion was then adopted by the honorable 
Iowa Synod that “Unser Komitee sei gehalten, darauf zu bestehen, 


dass das Seminar Wartburg in Dubuque, Iowa, auch weiterhin Sem-— 


inar in dem Vereinigten Koerper bleibe.” 
‘Til. In view of the foregoing your committee proposes for 
your consideration and adoption the following: 
1. We recommend that the Joint Synod of Ohio and Other 
States, go on record as favoring the union with the Honorable Iowa 
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and Buffalo Synods on the basis of the Constitution submitted by the 
Joint Commission to the respective Synods. 

2. We recommend that our Synod reappoint its Commission to 
act in conjunction with similar Commissions appointed by the Iowa 
and Buffalo Synods in an earnest endeavor to adjust all problems that 
may arise. 

3. We recommend that the Constitution with all changes pro- 
posed by the Joint Commission be submitted to the Districts of our 
Synod. 

4. In conclusion, we urge all parties concerned to sacrifice any 
personal advantages, sentimentalities or prejudices for the sake of a 
truly united Synod in which dwells the spirit of God, and pray God 
that nothing be done to frustrate or make more difficult a truly united 
Synod. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TRAVELING 
EXPENSES 


Your committee on traveling expenses of Delegates to Synod sub- 


mits the following report: 


We have authorized Treasurer Conrad to refund traveling ex- 
penses to all delegates according to the resolution of the Joint Synod 
in 1924, 

We find that the total cost to Synod for refunding these travel- 
ing expenses amounts to $5,929.52. 

We appreciate the generous action of many delegates, some from 
a great distance, who have refunded to our General Treasurer the 
total amount of their expenses. 


OTHER BUSINESS AND RESOLUTIONS 


Rev. Emil Rausch was present as the official representative of the 
Iowa Synod and extended cordial greetings from that body. 

Mr. H. H. Ochs, President of the Board of the Sanatorium at 
San Antonio, Texas, addressed the Synod with regard to that work 
and urged the members of Synod to encourage the sale of the 
Tuberculosis stamps of the Sanatorium at the coming holiday season. 

Rev. C. V. Sheatsley called attention to the exhibit of the His- 
torical Society arranged for the benefit of the attending delegates and 
invited pastors and others who have important historical documents 
to present them to the Historical Society for future reference and 
use. 

Rev. Paul Bierstsedt made an announcement concerning the 
Student Pastor work which he is conducting with the Lutheran 
students at the Ohio State University and asked the pastors to send 
him the names of students from their congregations. 
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Revs. A. P. Ebert, 0. R. Smith, A. L. Heine, and Messrs. A. 
Claus and John Metzger served on the Committee on Excuses and 
made their report to Synod. 

Resolved, That we tender our hearty thanks to Rev. C. V. 
Sheatsley, to Christ Congregation, and to the other pastors and con- 
gregations and the noble women for the very friendly hospitality 
extended during the convention of Synod, and that we request the 
respective pastors to make public announcement of our thanks to their 
people, 

Resolved, That we thank Prof. Mayer and the organist and choir 
of Christ congregation for the excellent services rendered during the 
Synod week. 

Resolved, That we tender our thanks to Rev. Geo. F. Hein, our 
Publicity Manager, the daily papers of Columbus, and the Associated 
Press for the service which they rendered Synod. 

After Synod had thus transacted the business before it and the 
minutes of the final session were read and approved, the convention 
adjourned on Wednesday, September 1, 1926, at midnight, with a 
divine service conducted by President Hein according to the order 
of service in our liturgy.

DIVINE SERVICES DURING SYNOD

OF AMERICA 
PREAMBLE 


In the name of the Father and of the Son and of the 
Holy Ghost. Amen. 


WHEREAS, it is the will of God that the diversities of 
gifts should be for the common profit (1 Cor. 12:4-31) ; 

WHEREAS, the Holy Ghost in the Scriptures sets before 
us the example of the Apostolic Church (Acts 15:1-31) ; 

WHEREAS, the preservation and promotion of unity in 
the pure faith (Eph. 4:3-6, 1 Cor. 1:10) and a united war- 
fare against everything opposed to this faith (Rom. 16:17) 
are enjoined upon us; 

WHEREAS, also external unity of the Church is desir- 
able and should be promoted; 

WHEREAS, we have been called to extend the Kingdom 
of God at home and abroad by tHe preaching of the Gospel 
and for that reason must establish and maintain the common 
activities of the Church, the spread of the Bible and the 
Book of Concord, the publication of Christian literature, 
congregations and missions, educational and charitable 
institutions ; 

WHEREAS, the rights and duties of pastors and con- 
gregations must be recognized and maintained ; 

Therefore, we, The Lutheran Synod of Buffalo, organ- 
ized June 25, 1845, The Evangelical-Lutheran Synod of 
lowa and other States, organized August 24, 1854, and the 
Evangelical-Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and other States, 
organized September 14, 1818, being one in the faith once 
for all delivered unto the saints and confessed by the Evan- 
gelical-Lutheran Church, do hereby unite in one Synod, and 
to this end adopt the following constitution: —

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8 CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS FOR THE 


CONSTITUTION 


Article I — Name 


The name of the Synod shall be: Evangelical-Lutheran 
Synod of America. 


/ Article Il — Confession of Faith 


Section 1. The Synod accepts all the canonical 
books of the Old and New Testaments as the inspired and 


inerrant Word of God and the only source, norm and guide 


of faith and life. 

Section 2. The Synod also accepts each and all of the 
Symbolical Books of the Evangelical-Lutheran Church as 
the true exposition and presentation of the faith once for al! 
delivered unto the saints, to-wit: The three Ecumenical 
Creeds, viz.: The Apostles’, the Nicene and the Athanasian 
Creeds; the Unaltered Augsburg Confession and its Apol- 
ogy ; the Smalcald Articles; the Large and Small Catechisms 
of Luther; and the Formula of Concord. 

Section 8. The Synod’regards unity in doctrine and 
practice the necessary prerequisite for church fellowship, 
and therefore adheres to the rule, “Lutheran pulpits for 
Lutheran pastors only, and Lutheran altars for Lutheran 
communicants only,” and rejects unionism in all its forms. 

Section 4. The Synod is earnestly opposed to all or- 
ganizations or societies, secret or open, which, without con- 
fessing faith in the triune God and in Jesus Christ as the 
eternal Son of the eternal God, incarnate in order to be our 
only Savior from sin, are avowedly religious or practise 
forms of religion, teaching salvation by works. It declares 
such organisations and societies to be and 
rejects any fellowship with them. 


Article III — Object . 
The object and purpose of the Synod shall be to pro- 


mote and disseminate the Christian religion as expressed in 


t 
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the doctrine and practice of the Evangelical-Lutheran 
Chureh : 

a. By assisting and supervising in every appropriate 
way the pastors and congregations affiliated with the 
Synod; 

b. By building, establishing, maintaining and con- 
ducting theological seminaries, colleges, academies, schools 
and other institutions of learning. 

c. By establishing and maintaining Inner, Home and 
Foreign missions, hospitals, hospices, orphanages, insti- 
tutions for the aged, asylums for incurables, institutions for 
its superannuated ministers, teachers and other function- 
aries and for their widows and children, and other char- 
itable institutions ; 

d. By printing, publishing, purchasing, selling, and 
disseminating literature, and furnishing supplies for Sun- 
day-schools, schools, missions, institutions and churches. 


Article [TV — Power 
For the better performance of its various functions 


the Synod according to its charter shall have the power: 


a. To exercise supervision over its pastors, teachers, 
congregations and institutions, in regard to both doctrine 
and practice ; 

b. To secure, maintain and administer endowments 
and other funds; 

c. To take by gift, devise, bequest, purchase, or other- 


wise, real, personal or mixed property, and to hold and 
use the same for any and all of the foregoing purposes not 


however, foreign to, nor in conflict -with, the objects here- 
tofore mentioned ; 

d. To sell, mortgage, lease, or otherwise transfer any 
and all such property ; 

e. To establish and conduct all such other enterprises 
and endeavors, and to exercise such further powers, as may 
be necessary or expedient to carry out the objects and 
purposes for which the Synod is organized.

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10 CONSTITUTION AND By-LAws FOR THE 


Article V — Membership 

Section 1. The membership of the Synod shall be 
composed of the pastors amd withe congregations regularly 
received as members of the Synod. 

Section 2. Pastors and congregations desiring to be- 
come members of the Synod and to remain in connection 
with it must accept and confess the confessional basis of 
Article Il; provided, however, that as regards the Sym- 
bolical Books, an explicit recognition of Luther’s Small Cate- 
chism and of the Unaltered Augsburg Confession shall be 
sufficient on the part of congregations. 

Section 38. Any ordained member of the Synod who 
demits the pastoral office and engages in a secular occv- 
pation shall forfeit his standing as a clerical member until 
he again accepts a pastorate or a position in- the direct 
service of the Synod. 

Section 4. Pastors and congregations deciding to with- 
draw shall be granted a letter of dismissal from the Synod, 
provided that, at the time of such withdrawal, no charges 
have been preferred against them. 

Section 5. In case a pastor by reason of false doc- 
trine or un-Christian conduct gives offense, which God for- 
bid, he shall be subject to synodical discipline and may be ex- 
cluded from the membership of the Synod after due trial. 

Section 6. If congregations violate the clear teachings 
of the Word of God and the Confessions of the Church or 
persist in anti-confessional practices, which God forbid, 
they shall, in like manner, be excluded from the synodical 
membership, provided repeated efforts to divert them from 
such sinful ways prove futile. 


Article VI — Synodical Meetings | 
Section 1. The Synod shalkassemble every three years 
as a Delegate Synod. Districts shall meet each year, but 
not simultaneously. 
Section 2. Special meetings of the Synod shall be 
called by the President with the consent or upon the request 


of the Executive Committee and the majority of the District 
presidents. ~- 
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Article VII — Representation 

The Synod in convention shall be composed of the 
delegates elected by the Districts, the officers of the Synod 
and the advisory members, but only the delegates shall be 
entitled to vote. 

Article VIII — Officers 

The officers of the Synod shall be: a President, two or 
more vice-presidents, and a secretary, to be elected at every 
regular meeting of the Synod by a majority of the votes 
cast; and a General treasurer, to be appointed by the Board 
of

At its meetings the Synod shall receive the reports of 
its officers and of its various boards and committees and act 


upon such reports; discuss such topics of doctrine and 


church life as occasion may require; pass final judgment 
in all controversiés that may be brought before it by appeal; 
elect all officers and members of boards by ballot, unless 
otherwise ordered; and transact all other affairs necessary 
and essential to the maintenance of the Synod. 


Article X — Districts 

Districts, whose geographical boundaries shall be fixed and 
may also be changed by the Synod; each District shall, 
however, remain an integral part of the Synod. 

Section 2. Each District shall have jurisdiction in 
its own affairs only, subject to the rules and regulations 
of the Synod. 

. Article XI — Conferences 

The pastors of the Synod shall be grouped in Con- 
ferences, the territorial-boundaries of which shall be fixed 
by the Districts. 

Article XII 
Changes in, and Amendments to, the Constitution 

Section 1. The following Articles of this Constitution, 
to-wit: Il; IV, a; V, Section 2; and XII, Sections 1 and 2; 
shall be unalterable.

Section 2. No changes in the Constitution, nor amend- 
ments thereto, nor By-laws, shall be made which conflict 
with the Articles specified in the preceding section. 

Section 3. a. Proposed changes in the Constitution, 
or amendments thereto, if presented in writing to the Presi- 
dent of the Synod and endorsed by at least ten members, 
either pastors or congregations, shall be published in the 
church papers together with each of the four announce- 
ments of the meeting of the Synod at which they are to be 
offered. 


b. If two-thirds of the delegates entitled to vote favor 
the adoption, the proposed changes or amendments shall be 
referred to the Districts, which at their next meetings shal! 

_ respectively take ballot votes on such proposals. 

ce. The ballots shall not be counted by the District, 
but shall be sealed and sent to the President of the Synod 
to be counted by the Executive Committee after complete 
returns have been made. 


d. If any proposed change or amendment is supported 
by two-thirds of the votes cast, the President shall declare 
it adopted by the Synod and publish a notice to that effect in 
the church papers. 
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BY-LAWS 


§ 1— Reception into Synod 

1. Candidates from the Synod’s seminaries, having 
entered the ministry within the Synod during any year, 
shall be considered members of the Synod but shall be 
formally received at the next meetings of their respective 
Districts. 

2. The reception of pastors who do not come from 


the Synod’s educational institutions shall take place in the — 


following manner : 

a. The application shall be made to the President 
of the Synod, who in conjunction with the president of 
the District in which the applicant resides shall ex- 
amine his credentials and these two shall at their dis- 
cretion arrange for a colloquium. 

- pb. In case this colloquium results satisfactorily, 

_ the name of the applicant shall be published in three 
consecutive issues of the Synod’s church papers. No 
valid objections being received, the President shall 
refer the applicant to one of the District aaa 
for provisional reception. 

c. The formal reception of the applicant as a 
member of the Synod shall take place at the next 
meeting of the District concerned. 

d. Clergymen in the service of the church, though 
not serving congregations, shall hold membership in 
the Districts in which they hold congregational mem- 
bership. 

8. Any congregation desiring membership shall pass a 
resolution to that effect at a congregational meeting and, 
in pursuance thereof, forward its application, together with 
a copy of said resolution and its constitution, to the proper 
District president, who shall refer these documents to the 
District. If they prove satisfactory the congregation shall 
be received into the Synod by the District. 

(18) 
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4. A congregation whose constitution or action does 
not conform with the doctrinal or disciplinary principles 
of the Synod, as provided in this Constitution, shall not 
be received into the synodical membership until such ob- 
stacle shall have been removed. 


§ 2— Time of Synodical Meetings 

1. The Synod shall meet as a delegate body on the 
Friday preceding the fifteenth day of October, and the 
Preliminary Committee shall convene on the Tuesday pre- 
ceding the convention of the Synod. 


2. The Districts shall for the present meet as follows: 
The Texas District in April; 
The California District — the second week in May; 
The Washington District —the fourth week in 
May ; 
The Nebraska District — the second week in June: 
The Dakota District — the third week in June; 
The Iowa District — the fourth week in June; 
The Minnesota District — the first week in July; 
The Wisconsin District — the second week in July; 
The Canada District — the fourth week in July: 
The Illinois District — the first week in Septem- 

ber ; 

The Eastern District — the second week in Sep- 

tember ; | 

The Ohio District — the third week in September; 

The Michigan District — the fourth week in Sep- 
tember. 


§ 3— Duration of Synodical Meetings 

1. At its regular conventions the Synod shall remain 
in session from Friday morning till Thursday evening. 

2. The District conventions shall, as a rule, begin 
Wednesday forenoon and shall continue through five or more 
days. 


§ 4— Quorum at Synodical Meetings 
1. In the Synod conventions one-third of the delegates 
entitled to vote shall constitute a quorum. 


; 
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2. In the District conventions one-third of the voting 
members attending a convention shall constitute a quorum. 


§ 5 — Resolutions at Synodical Meetings 

1. All questions, excepting those affecting doctrine, 
which the Word of God alone decides, shall be decided 
by a majority of the votes cast, unless otherwise required 
in the Constitution. ; | 

2. In case of a tie the presiding officer shall cast the 
deciding vote. 

3. If resolutions of far-reaching effect (such as radical 
changes, créating new offices, etc.) are not adopted by a 
three-fourths affirmative vote of the delegates, they shall, 
upon demand of one-fifth of the delegates, be referred to the 
. Districts for decision, excepting such measures and reso- 
lutions as must necessarily be disposed of at once. 


If referred to the Districts, the latter shall decide the 


matter in the manner prescribed in Article XII, Section’ 3, 
of the Constitution. 


§ 6 — Delegates to Meetings of Synod 

1. The unit of membership in the Synod shall be a 
pastor and his parish, both holding membership in a Dis- 
trict. | 

2. Each District shall divide its membership units 
into groups of eighteen, each of which shall constitute a 
precinct; and each such group shall be entitled to elect two 


delegates, one clerical and one lay, to represent it at the 
convention of the Synod. 


8. If after a District’s division into such groups there 


be a remainder of. nine or more units, this remainder shall 
constitute a group entitled to the right of representation 
by one delegate, either clerical or lay. If, however, the 
remainder be less than nine units, the units remaining 
shall be made members of other groups of the District. 

4. Hach District shall be entitled to at least two 
delegates, one clerical and one lay. 


5. Pastors serving congregations not belonging to the 
Synod, professors and other persons in the service of the 
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16 CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS FOR THE 
Synod, ordained to the ministry, but not serving congre- 


gations, shall each constitute a half-unit. 


6. Each District shall arrange its membership half- 
units into groups of eighteen; and each such group shal!

into groups of eighteen, there be a remainder of nine or 
more half-units, or, in case there should be less than eight- 

een but nine or more, half-units within a District, these 
shall be entitled to elect from their midstone delegate to 
represent them at the convention of the Synod. 


8. For every delegate elected, an alternate shall also 
be elected ; and all group elections of delegates and alter- 
nates shall be ratified by the District. 


9. All delegates elected, as above specified, and whose 
election is ratified by a majority vote of a District meeting 
previous to the meeting of the Synod, shall be entitled to 
voice and vote on the floor of the Synod. — 


10. If a ministerial or a lay delegate removes from 


his election precinct, he shall forfeit his rights as a delegate, 


and his alternate shall take his place. Im case of the 
removal of both delegate and alternate, or their inability to 
serve, the respective District president shall appoint a 
delegate from the precinct concerned. — 

11. The advisory members, required to be present 
at the meetings of the Synod, are: the officers of the Synod, 
the Executive Committee of the Synod, the presidents of the 
Districts, the chairmen of all synodical boards, the Genera! 
treasurer and the financial agent, the secretaries of the 
Foreign Mission Board, the General manager of the synod- 
ical publishing house; one representative of the faculty 
of each educational institution, and one representative of 
each theological faculty, these representatives to be elected 
by the respective faculties. 


12. The traveling expenses of delegates and advisory 
members shall be defrayed from the Administration Fund. 
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7 — Reports to Synod 

be submitted in English only, shall be submitted to the 
Synod in the English and German languages in printed 
form. 

2. All boards and standing committees shall send their 
reports to the President at least sixty days before the meet- 
ing of the Synod, so that he may have them printed and 
sent to the delegates twenty days before the convention. 

8. All Districts, Conferences, other organizations and 
individuals, shall be required to submit in writing to the 
Synod, through its President, whatever matter they wish 
to refer to that body, at least sixty days before its con- 
vention. Districts meeting after August first may submit 
matter in printed form not later than fifteen days before 
the convention of the Synod. 


§ 8 — Preliminary Committee 

1. There shall be a Preliminary Committee, which 
shall examine all reports and consider other business that 
is to come before the Synod, prepare necessary motions and 
resolutions, agree on an Order of Business, and have this 
order printed before the opening of the convention. 


2. The members of the Preliminary Committee shall 
be chosen by the Districts from among their delegates to 
the meeting of the Synod. 

8. The delegations to the Preliminary Committee shall 
consist of three pastors and three laymen from Districts 
numbering 100 or more parishes, two pastors and two lay- 
men from Districts numbering 50 to 99 parishes, and one 
pastor and one layman from Districts numbering less than 
50 parishes. 

4. The names of those chosen to serve on the Pre- 
liminary Committee shall be announced by the secretaries 
of the Districts to the President of the Synod immediately 
after their appointment. 

5. The advisory members of the Synod shall be ad- 
visory members of the Preliminary Committee. 
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§ 9 — Election of Officers and Boards 

Unless otherwise ordered, the election of the officers 
of the Synod and of the members of the various boards 
shall take place as follows: 

1. The District presidents shall constitute a sub-com- 
mittee of the Preliminary committee, to nominate two can- 
didates for each office, presenting the list in printed form. 


2. Besides the officers mentioned in Article VIII the 
Synod shall elect one or more assistants to the secretary, 
and the members of the following boards and committees : 


a. Board of Trustees; — 

b. Canadian Board of Management; 

c. Board of Education; 

d. Boards of the various educational and char- 
itable institutions ; 

e. Board of Aids; 

f. Boards of the various Missions of Synod; 

g. Publication Board. 


8. a. Asa rule, no one in the salaried service of a 
board shall be elected to membership in said board, and 
no one shall be permitted to hold membership in two boards 
at the same time. 


b. Vice-presidents of the Synod, being ex-officio mem- 


bers of its Executive Committee, shall not be members of a 


synodical board. 

4. The Preliminary Committee shall present the list of 
nominees to the Synod in printed form for approval. 

5. Additional nominations for any office may be made 
on the floor of the Synod. Of the nominees thus proposed 


the Synod may choose one, but this one must receive a 
majority vote for his nomination. - 


6. A ticket, containing the names of approved nom- 
inees for each office arranged in alphabetical order, shall be 
printed by the Committee on Nominations. 

7. An Election Board, consisting of four members, 
shall be appointed by the President to supervise the election, 
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8. No nominee shall be considered elected to any office 
unless he has received a majority of the votes cast for 
nominees for the said office. 


9. Whenever two or more members are to be elected 


for different terms of office, the nominee receiving the : 


higher number of votes shall-serve the longer term. The 
vice-president receiving the highest number of votes shall 
be the First vice-president; the one ranking next in num- 
ber of votes shall be the Second vice-president. 


10. All newly elected members of the various boards 
shall be officially notified of their election by the secretary 
of the Synod. 


11. The term of office of all newly elected members of 
the various boards shall begin with the first board meeting 
after the convention.of the Synod. 


12. Vacancies in any of the synodical boards occurring 
between meetings of the Synod shall be temporarily filled by 
the respective board, the board’s appointment to be subject 
to the approval of the President. 


§ 10 — Duties of the President 

1. The President of the Synod shall assume the duties 
of his office on January 1 following his election. 

2. The President shall officially represent the Synod, 
and in all respects perform all functions usual to the office 
of president, and attend to such matters as are further 
entrusted to him by the Constitution, By-laws, and synod- 
ical enactment. 

8. The President shall exercise supervision over the 
doctrine, practice and official conduct of all the officers of 
the Synod, of all the presidents of the Districts, and of all 
those who are appointed by the Synod, and shall supervise 
the execution of synodical resolutions. He shall be an 
advisory member of all the boards of the Synod. 

4. The President shall, whenever possible, be present 
at the meetings of the various Districts. 

5. The President shall preside at all meetings of the 
Synod, appoint all committees unless otherwise resolved 
by the Synod, make preparations for the meetings of the 
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Synod; and shall announce, sixty days before the meeting 
of the Synod, in its official publications, through the secre- 
tary, the subjects of papers on doctrines and church life, 
and theses, to be presented for discussion. 


§ 11 — Duties of the Vice-presidents 

1. The vice-presidents, three in number, shall repre. 
sent the President at his request whenever for any reason 
he is unable to attend to his official duties or in case he 
should become incapacitated. 


2. In the event of the President’s death the First vice- 
president shall succeed him in office and shall serve the 
unexpired term. In this event the Second vice-president 
shall become First vice-president, and the Third vice- 
president shall become Second vice-president. 


-§ 12— Duties of the Secretaries — 

1. Upon order of the President the secretary shall 
give notice of meetings of the Synod by publication in its 
official church papers; such notice to appear in at least 
four successive issues, the first of said notices to be pub- 
lished not less than six weeks prior to such meeting. 


2. The secretary shall record the minutes during the 
meeting of the Synod, and present them for approval, attend 
to their publication and distribution after their approval 
by the President, deposit all important papers in the 
archives, and do such other secretarial work as may be 
assigned to him by the Synod or its President. 


8. The secretary shall keep a correct list of the District 
delegates and other members of the Synod attending the 


synodical convention, stating whether they are voting or 
advisory members. 
4. The secretary shall prepare and keep a register of 
the members of the Synod, both pastors and congregations. 
§ 18 — Duties of the Archivist , 


- by the President, shall keep and complete an inventory 


of the archives, have charge of all. documents, such as min- 
utes of the Synod and District conventions, letters, opinions, 
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ete. He is not permitted to remove any document from 
the archives without direction from the President, and shall 
be responsible for the same to the Synod. In his presence 
any member of the Synod shall have free access to the 
archives, The archives of the Synod shall be kept at a 
place to be designated by the President. 


§ 14— Duties of the Chronicler and the Statistician 
The chronicler of the Synod, who shall be appointed by 
the President, shall record in chronological order all events 
of general interest within the bounds of the Synod and 
publish an annual report in its almanacs. The Board of 


Publication shall appoint the statistician of the Synod and 


shall define his duties. 


§ 15 — Executive Committee of the Synod 
1. The President and the vice-presidents shall con- 
stitute the Executive Committee of the Synod. 


2. Its duties shall be as follows: 

a. In case of doubt as to the exact meaning of 
any synodical resolution, to give an official interpre- 
tation, such interpretation to be binding until other- 
wise ordered by the Synod; 

b. To assist ‘the President in supervising the 

Synod; 
| ce. To advise the President in all matters referred 

by him to the Executive Committee ; 
| d. To decide all matters referred to it by the 

Synod, or any of its Districts, or any synodical board, 

or committee, for decision; 

e. To deliberate and advise upon all matters sub- 


mitted to the Executive Committee for advice by any 


of the boards or committees of the Synod. 


8. The Executive Committee shall meet at least once 
a year.

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§ 16 — Districts 
1. Each parish, consisting of one or more congre- 
gations, shall send its pastor And a lay delegate to the | 
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District meeting. Parishes not belonging to the Synod, 
but served by pastors of the Synod, are invited to send 
delegates, who shall have voice but no vote in the meetings. 


2. At the District meetings reports shall be received 
from all officers, committees and conferences, and subjects 
of doctrine and church life shall be discussed. 


| 8. Districts shall pass resolutions necessary for their 
respective territories, determine the formal reception or 
the rejection of pastors and congregations, review the Dis- 
; trict president’s official acts and the reports of District 
committees, elect the District officers and transact all such 
_ other affairs as are essential for the proper maintenance 

Mie of the District. 

4. The officers of a District shall be: a president (if 
possible a full-time salaried president, whose tenure of 
‘i . office shall be decided by the District), one or more vice- 
3 ; presidents, a secretary, a treasurer, a statistician, and, 
ie if they are needed, official visitors. All officers shall be 
elected by ballot by a majority of the votes cast. When 
} a District has more than one vice-president, the candidate 
receiving the highest number of votes in the election shal! 
be the Ranking vice-president. There shall also be in each 
District an Executive Committee, a Finance Committee, a 


Mission Committee, a Committee on Student Support and 
a Committee on Appeals. 


§ 17 — Duties of the District President : 
1. He shall have supervision over all pastors and con- 


gregations within his District and arrange for the official 
\ visitation of the same. 


2. He shall see to it that vacant congregations in his 


District are supplied with the administration of the Means 
of Grace. 


8. He shall furthermore assist such congregations in 
securing pastors and to that end recommend suitable can- 
didates, if possible be present or represented at the con- 

if | gregational meetings at which pastors are to be called, and 
it in general see to it that in such cases all things are done 
ti decently and in order. * 
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4. He shall authorize ordinations and installations, 
give honorable dismissals to pastors removing from his 
District who are entitled to the same, and report as soon 
as possible to the secretary of the Synod all ordinations and 
installations in his District. Pastors coming from other 
Districts and applying for installation must present letters 
of honorable dismissal before the president shall authorize 
their installation. 


5. He shall decide all questions brought before him, 
shall investigate charges preferred against pastors and 
congregations, after fair trial render ju t in the same, 
and, if necessary, include in such ju t an order of 
suspension of pastor or congregation. 


6. He shall make preparations for the Pawn of 
his District, preside at such meetings, submit an annual 
official report on his work, and superintend the execution 
of all resolutions of the District. He shall appoint all com- 
mittees unless otherwise ordered by the District. He may 
call special meetings of the District with the consent of 
the District Executive Committee, and must call such meet- 
ings on demand in writing of one-fifth of the pastors or 
congregations of the District. 


7. He shall consider the following activities as per- 
taining to his office: Keeping in touch with all District 
affairs; encouraging pastors and congregations in all their 
work; being a pastor to the pastors of the District; con- 
ducting congregational meetings when requested by the 
congregations; helping congregations plan their building 


-operations and other major undertakings; suggesting lines 


of progress to congregations and pastors; preaching for 
special occasions within and without his District; coun- 
seling the other officers of his District, as also the Finance 
and Mission committees; attending the conferences, general 
young people’s meetings, Sunday-school conventions and 
general missionary meetings in his District; urging con- 
gregations to give their pastors generous material support; 
seeking out missionary opportunities within his territory; 
urging pastors and congregations to active evangelization 
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work; fostering synodical loyalty; stimulating the District 
members to liberal support of all synodical benevolences. 


§ 18 — Duties of the District Vice-presidents 

1. They shall represent the president at his request 
whenever for any reason he is unable to attend to his officia! 
duties, or in case he should become incapacitated. 

2. In the event of the president’s death the ranking 
vice-president shall succeed him in office and shall serve 


- until the next meeting of the District. 


§ 19 — Duties of the District Secretary 
1. Upon order of the District president he shall give 
notice of all meetings of the District by publication in the 


official church papers, such notice to appear in at least four 
successive issues. 


2. He shall record and present the minutes during 
the meetings of the District and attend to their publication 
and distribution after their approval by the District presi- 
dent. 


8. He shall also keep a roll of the pastors and con- 
gregations of the District. 


§ 20 — Duties of the District Statistician 

The District statistician shall receive annual parish 
reports from all congregations of the District and annually 
compile from them a statistical summary to be submitted 
to the District and to the statistician of the Synod. Pastors 
are required to have annual parish reports in the hands of 
the District statistician on or before February 15. The 
District statistician is required to have the summary in 
the hands of the statistician of the Synod on or before 
March 15. 


§ 21 — Duties of the District Treasurer 

The District treasurer shall receive all moneys for 
District purposes and disburse them upon the order of the 
District president, unless ordered by the District, and sub- 
mit an annual audited report to the District. } 
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§ 22— Committee on Appeals 

1. Each District shall elect a Committee on Appeals, 
consisting of three members, to which pastors and con- 
gregations may appeal from decisions of the District presi- 
dent. Appeal may be taken from decisions of the Com- 
mittee on Appeals to the District, and from decisions of the 
District to the Synod. 

2. In case of suspension, the pastor or congregation 
involved shall be given thirty days in which to ask a hearing 
before the Committee on Appeals, and no notice of sus- 
pension shall be published until this time has expired and 
the Committee on Appeals has given its consent. Every 
suspension, however, shall be subject to the ratification of 
the District, and appeal may be taken from its decision to 
the Synod. 

8. The Committee on Appeals shall also be the com- 
mittee before which any charges preferred against the 


District president shall be brought. 


§ 23 — Conferences 

1. Pastoral Conferences shall be held at the time 
determined by their respective Districts. 

2. It shall be the duty of every pastor regularly to 
attend the meetings of his Conference and faithfully to 


perform such work as the Conference may assign to him. 


8. The object of these Pastoral Conferences shall be 
the advancement of pastors in theological and practical 
branches, the deepening of their spiritual life, joint de- 
liberation on church matters, and the cultivation of frater- 
nal intercourse and fellowship. 


§ 24— Changes in, and Amendments to, the By-laws. 

1. By-laws may be made or amended or repealed, 
at any time at any regular session of the Synod, by the 
affirmative votes of two-thirds of the delegates entitled 
to vote. 

2. The Districts shall have the right to make rules 
and regulations pertaining to their own District affairs, 
provided such rules and regulations do not conflict with the 
Constitution and By-laws of the Synod. 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR THE 
VARIOUS BOARDS OF THE SYNOD 


THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


Article I — Name 


The name of the Board shall be The Board of Trustees 
of the Evangelical-Lutheran Synod of America. 


Article II — Membership 
laymen. 
Article III — Election of Members 


At the first meeting of the Synod, two clergymen and 
two laymen shall be elected for three years and two clergy- 
men and three laymen for six years. Thereafter the term 
of office shall be six years. 


Article IV — Organization 


At the first meeting after each regular convention of 
the Synod the Board shall organize by electing a president, 
a secretary, and an Executive Committee of three members, 
of which the president and the secretary of the Board shall 
be members ex-officio. At least one member of the Execu- 
tive Committee shall be a clergyman. 


Article V — Meetings 
The Board shall meet at least twice a year and as many 
times more as the business of the Board may require. The 
chairman shall call special meetings at the request of the 
Executive Committee or any five members of the Board. 
(26) 
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Article VI — Administration Fund 


There shall be an administration fund for the purpose 
of defraying the expenses of the Synod, such as the salary 
of the General President and his office and traveling ex- 
penses, the expenses of committees of the Synod, the ex- 
penses of the Board of Education, the conventions and 
other expenses, as determined by the Synod or, in case of 
emergency, by its Board of Trustees. 


Powers tad Datice 


1. The powers and duties of the Board shall be to hold 
in charge all properties, both personal and real, owned by 
the Evangelical-Lutheran Synod of America or placed in 
trust with it, for use in any department of its work; to 
make safe and profitable investments of all funds entrusted 
to it; to distribute interest derived from such investments, 
as also the rents from real estate, among the treasuries of 
the Synod in accordance with the purpose stipulated respec- 
tively by the donors of the property handled. For this 
purpose the Board of Trustees shall be authorized and is 
hereby authorized by the Synod to acquire real estate, and 
to mortgage, sell or lease the same, or otherwise dispose of 
it; to purchase and sell stocks, bonds and other securities ; to 
have full power to manage according to its best judgment 
all property entrusted to it, provided, however, that no sale 

of property involving an amount of more than twenty-five 
thousand dollars shall be executed except by unanimous 
vote of the Board and with the unanimous consent of the 
members of the Executive Committee. In case of necessity 
the Board shall secure and defend the property rights of the 
Synod by process of law. 


2. The president and the secretary of the Board of 
Trustees, upon direction of the Board, shall execute all 
legal documents. 

8. Investment funds which are held by other boards 
of the Synod and which are not technically under the juris- 
diction of the Synod shall not be invested or expended 
except by approval of the Board of Trustees. : 
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4. All bequests of $100 or over, if not otherwise stipu- 
lated, shall be invested as an endowment fund for the benefit 
of the institution or treasury for which the bequest has 
been made. 

5. It shall be the duty of the Board to authorize all 
special appeals and campaigns for funds, and no appeal or 
campaign is to be made except by approval of the Board, 
unless otherwise ordered by the Synod. 

6. After carefully reviewing the budgets submitted 
by the various boards, the Board of Trustees shall prepare 
the budget of the Synod and apportion the same to the 
various Districts according to their membership and ability 
to’ contribute, and submit the budget together with the 
apportionment to the Synod at its triennial meeting. 

7. In case of a surplus or a deficit in the treasuries, 
the Board shall have the authority to make the necessary 
re-adjustments in the annual budget. 
ee No other board of the Synod shall be permitted to 
erect a new building or purchase or sell property without 
the permission of the Synod or, in case of emergency, the 
Board of Trustees and the Executive Committee of the 
Synod, except as otherwise ordered by the Synod. 

9. All plans and specifications for new buildings and 
extensive repairs shall be submitted to the Board of Trus- 
tees for approval. 

10. Reports by the Board shall be submitted to the 
Synod at each regular convention, and also to the Executive 
Committee of the Synod whenever requested by the said 
committee. 

of the Board in doing the business of the Board shall be 
defrayed from the administration fund. 

12. The books of the Board shall be open for inspec- 
tion to any member of the Synod, clerical or lay, at all times. 


Article VIII — General Treasurer 


1. The Board of Trustees shall appoint a treasurer, 
who shall be known as the General treasurer of the Evan- 


gelical-Lutheran Synod of America.

2. The incumbent of this office shall whenever re- 


quested serve as an advisory member of the Board and 
of its Executive Committee. 

8. He shall devote his entire time and energy to the 
duties of this office and be under the supervision of the 
Board of Trustees, which shall determine his salary and 
tenure of office. His salary shall be paid pro rata from the 
various treasuries which he has in charge. 


4. He shall be placed under bond at the expense of 
the Synod. The amount shall be determined by the Board 
of Trustees. 


5. He shall receive all moneys contributed for the 
various institutions and treasuries of the Synod, such as col- 
lections, personal gifts, bequests and endowments; and shall 
make due acknowledgment of all receipts by mail and in 
the church papers. All legacies, endowments and other 
funds received by him, and specifically designated by the 
testator or donor for any institution, shall be paid by him 


to the treasurer of the institution designated. He shall also — 


receive and disburse moneys contributed for special pur- 
poses and make due acknowledgment of these contributions 
in like manner. 


6. After official notification by the secretary of the 
Synod of the various sums appropriated, he shall disburse 
moneys as follows: 

a. He shall send the amounts appropriated for 
current expenses to the institution treasurers in 
monthly installments, and to Mission Boards as called 
for; 

b. All other disbursements, not included in the 
above, shall be made only when officially ordered by the 
Board of Trustees, with the exception of expenses 
which the administration of his office entails, for which 
the treasurer shall account to the trustees. 


7. The books of the General treasurer shall at all 
times be open for inspection and shall be audited at least 
annually by certified accountants, appointed by the Board 
of Trustees, 
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8. The General treasurer shall annually submit a 
summary report of all receipts and disbursements of the 
various treasuries to the Board of Trustees and publish the 
summary report in the church papers. 

9. The General treasurer shall furnish a summary re- 
port of all receipts and disbursements for each triennium 
to. the Board of Trustees, March 1 prior to the regular 
convention of the Synod. 


10. The General treasurer shall bank all the receipts 
in bulk in the bank or banks designated by the Board of 
Trustees. He shall be and is herewith authorized to borrow 
from one treasury for another. 


11. In case extra outside loans become necessary, he 
shall consult the Board of Trustees and at their direction 
secure such loans, the notes to be countersigned by the 
chairman and the secretary of the Board. 


12. In case an emergency arises which calls for ex- 
penditures of money not provided in the appropriations 
of the Synod, the Board of Trustees shall examine the 
claims and, if deemed necessary, publish the same in the 
church papers, provide for the collection of the funds 
needed and authorize the General treasurer to receive and 
disburse the funds received. 


18. The General treasurer shall annually send to each 
District president and to the chairman of each District 
Finance Committee the District apportionment as prepared 
by the Board of Trustees. 

14. After receiving the congregational apportionment 
as prepared by the District Finance Committee he shall 
prepare an Aim Card for each congregation and send it to 
the congregation’s pastor (or secretary, in case the pastor- 


ate is vacant), together with a circular letter by the Presi- 


dent of the Synod, to be read to the congregations. 


Article IX — Financial Agent 


1. The Board of Trustees shall appoint a financial 
agent who shall be known as the financial agent of the 
Evangelical-Lutheran Synod of America, 
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2. The incumbent of this office shall whenever re- 
quested serve as an advisory member of the Board of Trus- 
tees and of its Executive Committee. 


8. He shall devote his entire time and energy to the 
duties of this office and be under the supervision of the 
Board of Trustees, which shall determine his salary and 
tenure of office. His salary shall be paid pro rata from 
the various treasuries which he serves. 


4. He shall be placed under bond at the expense of 
the Synod, the amount to be determined by the Board of 
Trustees, 

5. He shall keep himself informed of the needs of the 
various treasuries, make these needs known to the church 
by publishing suitable notices in the church papers, by 
tracts, by correspondence, and by word of mouth at synods, 
conventions, conferences and other assemblies. He shall 
put forth special efforts, by personal solicitation and other- 
wise, to secure scholarships, endowments, annuities, etc. 
He shall concern himself about introducing the best financial 
system into congregations and be of help to pastors and 
people in furthering them in the grace of giving. 


Article X — Budget 


1. All boards of the Synod shall submit their budgets 
to the Board of Trustees not later than March 1 preceding 
the triennial convention of the Synod. 


2. The Board of Trustees shall prepare the budget 
of the Synod after carefully reviewing the budgets sub- 
mitted by the boards, and send a copy thereof, together 
with the District apportionments, to the respective boards, 
the District presidents, and the chairmen of the District 
Finance committees, not later than April 15. 


8. All appropriations in addition to and above those 


budgeted shall be referred to the Preliminary Committee 
for report to the Synod. 


4. After the meeting of the Synod the District presi- 


dents shall present and explain the budget to their respec- 
tive District Finance committees.

6. For every congregation of the Synod a record shall 
be kept by the General treasurer, showing the minimum 
aim and the amounts paid for the various treasuries, to 
be at the disposal of the District Finance committees for 
their information.

Article I — Name 


The name of the Board shall be The Board of Education 
of the Evangelical-Lutheran Synod of America. 


Article 11 — Membership 
The Board shall consist of the General President, 
who shall be its chairman, and ten other members. 


Article III — Election of Members 
At the first meeting of the Synod five members shall 
be elected for three years and five members for six years. 
Thereafter the term of office shall be six years. Vacancies 
occurring between meetings of the Synod shall be filled by 


Article [IV — Object 


_ The object of the Board shall be: 
a. To supervise the educational work of the Synod in 
all its educational institutions; 
b. To advise in matters relating to parish schools, 
week-day schools, vacation schools, Sunday-schools and 
young people’s organizations.

c. It may to this end have each institution visited 


each year by any one of its members, and shall receive the 
presidents’ reports in advance of their presentation at the 


_ meetings of the local boards, as well as the minutes of the 


meetings of the local boards. 


d. It shall supervise the standardization and articu- 
lation of courses of study and approve or disapprove the 
establishment of new departments. 


e. It shall have the right and duty to advise local 
boards. In case the latter fail to adopt its advice, the 
General Board may report to the Synod. The local boards 
may ask to be advised by the General Board. 


f. As often as seems expedient, but at least once a 
year, it shall furnish to the congregations of the Synod 
comprehensive information about the synodical institutions, 
and shall stimulate regular publicity work on the part of the 
heads of the various educational institutions. 


B. With reference to Parish Schools, Week-Day Schools, 
Vacation Schools, Sunday Schools and Young Peo- 
ple’s Organizations. | 

a. The Board shall, encourage the establishment of 
parish schools and their maintenance at an approved stand- 
ard, maintaining an up-to-date statistical record of sucli: 
schools; publishing statistical data as well as other matter 
on Christian education in the synodical papers or other- 
wise; making recommendations regarding text books, 
courses of study, school architecture and school equipment ; 
and studying and combating movements hostile to Christian 
schools. 

b. The Board of Education, through a Sunday School 
Committee responsible to it, shall see that literature appro- 
priate for Lutheran Sunday-schools, such as lesson ma- 
terial, helps, books and so forth, as well as information 
concerning aims, methods and management, is available 
for leaders and teachers of Sunday-schools. 
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C. With reference to Division of Duties: 


The Board of Education shall be divided into two 
Sections, Section A having charge of the Board’s work 
in relation to seminaries, colleges, etc.; Section B, of that 
in relation to parish schools, etc. 


Article Meetings 
Each Section shall have two meetings a year, one of 


these to be a joint meeting of the two Sections to discuss 
matters of common concern. 
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THE HOME MISSION BOARD 


Article I — Name 


The name of the Board shall be The Home Mission 
Board of the Evangelical-Lutheran Synod of America. . 


Article 11 — Object 


The object of the Board is to direct the Home mission- 
ary activities of the Evangelical-Lutheran Synod of 
America. 

Article III — Membership 


The Board shall consist of the District presidents of the 
Evangelical-Lutheran Synod of America. The General 
treasurer of the Synod shall whenever requested serve as 
an advisory member of the Board and its Executive Com- 
mittee. : 

Article IV — Duties of the Board 


The Board shall foster the interest in Home Mission 
work within the Synod; it shall apportion Home Mission 
funds among the Districts; it shall determine which Dis- 
trict is to do mission work in any unassigned territory; 
and it shall decide differences between Districts in Home 
Mission matters. In all matters pertaining to the Home 
Mission activity of the Districts, the Board shall, as a rule, 
exercise only advisory and admonitory authority. 


Article V — Organization 


| 1. At its annual meeting the Board shall organize by 
electing a president, a vice-president, a secretary and a 
Publicity secretary, whose terms of office shall be one year 
and shall begin immediately after election. 

2. The president, the secretary, and the Publicity sec- 
retary shall constitute the Executive Committee. 

8. The General treasurer of the Synod shall be the 
treasurer of the Home Mission Board.

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Article VI — Funds 


1. All contributions for Home missions shall flow

Article VII — Mission Districts 


1. In order to obtain adequate supervision of Home 
Mission work in Districts composed largely of mission 
congregations, support from the Home Mission 
may be granted to make it possible for such Districts to 
have full-time presidents. 

2. Such presidents are to be elected by the Districts 
concerned from a list of candidates submitted by the Mis- 
sion Board, or by its Executive Committee. Suggestions 
for this list may be made by conferences, congregations or 
pastors of the District in question. 

8. In order that the Board may be kept fully informed 
on the conditions and prospects in any such District, its 
president shall submit semi-annual and annual reports on 
May 1 and November 1, respectively, of each year. 

4. The president of a Mission District shall endeavor 
to divide his time and energy between the self-supporting 
congregations and the Home Mission interests in the 
District. | 

5. As circumstances permit, the president of a Mis- 
sion District shall personally direct the canvassing of pros- 
pective mission fields, and shall organize and, if need be, 
temporarily serve mission congregations. 


: 2. A General Expense Fund for the moving expenses 
of the missionaries and all other general expenses of the 
Board shall be set aside annually before the amounts for 
the salaries of the missionaries are apportioned to the 
various Districts. 
; 38. The Home Mission Board shal] annually at its 
. regular meeting allot the amount of mission funds to each 
District, in proportion to the needs of its mission fields. 
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Article VIII — Duties of the Officers 


1. The president shall call all meetings and preside 
over them. He shall sign all documents in the name of 
the Board and countersign all orders on the treasury for 
bills to be paid unless otherwise provided. . 


2. The vice-president shall assume the duties of the 
president in case of the president’s absence, incapacity, 
or death. 

38. The secretary shall keep all minutes of the Board 
and its Executive Committee, conduct all correspondence 
of both, issue orders for the payment of bills, unless other- 
wise provided, and sign all documents in the name of the 
Board. He shall receive reports of the District Mission 
committees and prepare a triennial report to the Synod. 

4. The Publicity secretary shall send out blanks for re- 
ports, receive reports from the missionaries, furnish in- 
formation regarding mission fields, provide articles for the 


church papers, and keep the Home Mission cause before 
the people. 


Article [IX — Duties of the Executive Committee 


1. The Executive Committee shall carry out the in- 
structions of the Board and in case of emergency act in 
its name. The Executive Committee shall meet at the 
call of its president. 

2. Emergency sbecntetathind by the Executive Com- 
mittee shall be made by unanimous vote only. 


Article X — District Activities 


Each District shall have authority to initiate, manage 
and maintain the missionary activities within its own 


- boundaries, entrusting the management of the said activi- 


ties to a Mission Committee. 


Article XI — Salary Scale 
The minimum salary of mission pastors, to be fixed 
by the respective District Mission committees, shall be 
$1000 to $1200 per annum, and rent or free use of a par- 
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sonage. The maximum salary shall be $1500 to $1800 per 
annum, and rent or free use of a parsonage. Length of 
service, ability, locality and personal circumstances shall 
be taken into consideration in determining the salary. 


Article XII — Meetings 


1. The Board shall hold an annual meeting, as a rule 
the second Wednesday in November. 

2. Special meetings may be called by resolution of 
the Board, or by its president, and must be called by him 
upon written demand of five or more members of the Board. 

3. Every member of the Board shall be notified of 
every special meeting at least two weeks in advance. 


4. At special meetings any business whatever may be 
transacted and shall have full validity.

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RULES FOR DISTRICT MISSION COMMITTEES 
Recommended to the Districts for Adoption 


1. The members of the District Mission Committee 
shall be elected by ballot at the District meeting, the District 
president being the chairman ex-officio. 


2. The Mission Committee shall organize immediately 
after its election, and shall choose a vice-president and a 
secretary. These officers, together with the president, 
shall constitute the Executive Committee. 

8. The Mission Committee shall meet regularly once 
a year at the meeting of the District. Special meetings may 
be called at any time by the president. The Executive 
Committee shall meet at the call of the president. : 

4. Before establishing a new mission the District com- 


mittee shall carefully consider the condition of the Home 
Mission treasury. 


5. In calling pastors, organized mission congregations 
shall secure the District president’s approval of their choice. 
In case of unorganized missions, calls shall be extended 
by the District Mission Committee. 

6. The Executive Committee shall carry out the reso- 
lutions of the Mission Committee, sign calls to missionaries 
when these are issued by the Mission Committee, and, in 
mittee. — 

7. Each missionary shall report to the Mission Com- 
mittee semi-annually and at the regular annual meeting, or 
at such other time as demanded by the president. 

8. a. The secretary of the Mission Committee shall 
keep accurate minutes of its proceedings and the pro- 
ceedings of the Executive Committee. 

b. On the fifteenth of each month he shall notify the 
General treasurer of the sums due each missionary for 
salary, rent, or traveling expense. All rents are to be paid 
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in advance. Payments of these amounts shall be made by 
the General treasurer from the funds allotted to the 
District. 

c. He shall also send to the General treasurer an 
order for the moving expenses of the missionaries after 
these have been approved by the Executive Committee. 
The allowance for moving expenses shall be limited to 
what is actually necessary, and the District president shall 
notify the missionaries to this effect when calls are sent. 

9. a. The Mission Committee is responsible to its 
District for all its actions and shall submit a detailed report 
of its activities to the District at its annual meeting. 

b. This report shall give the status of the various 
missions, as to their growth and prospects, and present 
an itemized budget of the amounts necessary for their 
support. 

c. At each meeting of the District the Mission Com:+ 
mittee shall submit a detailed report of amounts paid out 
for salaries of missionaries, rents, traveling expenses, mov- 
ing expenses and the amounts used for its own expenses, 
also the amounts borrowed from the Church Building Fund 
for the missions in the District. This financial report shall 
be furnished by the General treasurer of the Synod upon 
the request of the District committee. 

d. The Mission Committee shall do all in its power to 
foster zeal for the cause of Home missions. 

10. Whenever possible some member of the District 
Mission Committee shall be present at the meeting of the 
mission congregation when the application for aid for the 
next year is under consideration. 

11. Traveling expenses of each District Mission Com- 
mittee shall be paid by the General treasurer, on order of 
the District committee, out of the amount appropriated to 
the respective District. 


12. One month’s salary from the date of the death of | 


any missionary shall be paid to his nearest relative. If 
further assistance is necessary the case shall be referred 
to the Board of Aids. 
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THE CHURCH BUILDING BOARD 


- Article I— Name . 


The name of the Board shall be The Church Building 

Board of the Evangelical-Lutheran Synod of America. 
Article Il — Object and Power 

1. The purpose of the Church Building Board is to 
aid needy congregations within the bounds of said Synod in 
the erection of church edifices, to sell, to have and to hold 
property, and to execute and deliver mortgage deeds when 
desirable or necessary to accomplish the purpose for which 
said Church Building Board exists. 

2. The Church Building Board may purchase lots and 
erect chapels with the eventual purpose of selling such 
property to congregations at the original purchase price, 
plus expenses. 

8. The Church Building Board shall borrow no money 
except to make loans to congregations at current rate of 
interest. 

Article III — Membership 


The Home Mission Board of the Evangelical-Lutheran 
Synod of America shall constitute the Church Building 
Board. 


Article [IV — Officers and Organization 


The officers of the Home Mission Board shall be the 
officers of the Church Building Board, and the Executive 
Committee of the Home Mission Board shall be the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Church Building Board. The Execu- 
tive Committee shall transact the business of the Church 
Building Board between the meetings of the Board and sign 
all documents. 

Article V — Meetings 


Meetings shall be called to be held in connection with 
the meetings of the Home Mission Board. 
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| Article VI — Funds 
_ All moneys for the Church Building Fund shall be in 
charge of the General treasurer. 


In Canada these funds shall be handled through the 
Canadian Board of Management. 


Article VII — Beneficiaries 


Only such congregations shall receive aid from the 
have applied for membership. 


Article VIII — Loans 
1. Aid shall be given, as a rule, 
a. Without interest. 

When money is lent by individuals and the 
notes are presented to the Building Fund, the 
donors may fix the terms. 

b. On first mortgage only. 


2. Money shall be lent only after the Board has made 
a thorough investigation of the financial standing of the 
congregation and its prospects. 

3. Emergency loans by the Executive Committee 
shall be made by unanimous vote only. 


4. Congregations shall be required to submit their 
plans for buildings to the Church Building Board. Plans 


must be dae aE by said Board before the money can 
be lent. 


5. All buildings of congregations on which the Church 
Building Board holds mortgages must be insured and kept 
insured in a reliable fire and tornado insurance company in 
an amount not less than the insurable value of said build- 
ings, and the following clause must be inserted in the 
insurance policy: “Loss, if any, payable to the Evangelical- 
Lutheran Synod of America, as its interests may appear.” 
The policy shall be sent to the Church Building Board. 


6. When loans are made the following mode of pro- 
cedure is to be observed: 
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A. Before a congregation is granted a loan it 
shall submit: 

a. A certified copy of the resolution of the 
congregation authorizing the loan; 

b. Evidence of its membership in the Synod 
or copy of its resolution asking membership; 

c. Application for the loan desired, together 
with the endorsement of the synodical District to 
which it belongs, or of the District president; 

d. Plan of the building to be erected, with 
estimate of cost, and value of lot; — 

 @. In case the building is already erected, a 
statement of the cost of the property on which 
the loan shall be made. 


B. When the Board has granted a loan a blank 
note shall be sent to the applicant. 


A mortgage shall then be drawn up and the note filled 
out. Both shall be sent to the General treasurer before 
they are signed. 

When approved the mortgage shall be signed before a 


notary public and recorded in the county in which the 


property is located. 
Upon delivery of the recorded mortgage and note, duly 
signed, to the General treasurer, the specified amount shal! 


be sent to the congregation. 


Article [IX — Refunds 


1. Unless otherwise specified, loans are to be paid 
back to the Church Building Board in five annual install- 
ments of ten per cent of the amount lent and a fifty per 
cent installment in the sixth year. After six years six 
per cent interest on any unpaid balance shall be charged. 

2. If a congregation neglects to repay the money re- 
ceived from the Church Building Board, the matter shall 
be referred to the District Mission Committee. As a last 


resort the Church Building Board shall be empowered to 


collect the same by law.

Article I— Name . 


The name of the Board shall be The Board of Foreign 
Missions of the Evangelical-Lutheran Synod of America. 


Article II — Object 


The object of the Board is to organize, supervise and 
extend mission work among the heathen. For the present 
it shall assume and administer the New Guinea Mission of 
the former Evangelical-Lutheran Synod of Iowa and other 
States and of the United Evangelical-Lutheran Church in 
Australia, and the India Mission of the former Evan- 
gelical-Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and other States. 


Article III — Organization 


1. The Board shall consist of ten members, of whom 
at least two shall be laymen. 


2. The Board shall be divided into two Sections, con- 


sisting of five members each, of whom at least one shall be a 


layman; one Section for the New Guinea Mission, and the 
other for the India Mission. 

. §. At the first meeting of the Synod, three members 
for each Section shall be elected for three years, and two 
members for each Section for six years. Thereafter all 
members shall be elected for a term of six years. 

4. Immediately after each regular meeting of the 
Synod, the Board shall organize by electing a president, 
a vice-president and a recording and corresponding sec- 
retary. 

5. The Board is authorized to appoint two field sec- 
retaries, one for the New Guinea Mission and one for the 


India Mission. The Board shall fix the salary of these 


secretaries and their tenure of office.

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6. Each Section of the Board shall elect its chairman. 
The field secretary of each Section shall serve also as its 
recording and corresponding secretary. 

7. . The treasurer of the Synod shall be the treasurer 
of the Board of Foreign Missions. 

8. The Executive Committee of the Board shall con- 
sist of the president, the vice-president, the secretary and 
one other member of the Board. Both sections shall be 
equally represented on the Executive Committee of the 
Board. 

9. The Executive Committee of each Section shall 


consist of the chairman and one other member, with the 


secretary as an advisory member. 


Article IV — Duties - 

1. The duties of the president, of the vice-president, 
and of the recording and corresponding secretary of the 
Board, and the chairmen and recording and corresponding 
secretaries of the two Sections shall be such as are usually 
assigned to those officers. 

2. _The duties of the field secretaries shall be to foster 
interest in the Foreign Mission cause and to encourage 
the members of the Synod to a liberal support of this work. 
To this end they shall attend District meetings, conferences, 
and other group meetings of the pastors and people, and 
visit congregations, as opportunity may be given them. 
They shall furnish information about the Synod’s mission 
fields, prepare articles for the church papers, pamphlets, 
folders, etc., for distribution, thus keeping the Foreign 
mission cause before the members of the Synod. They 
shall also perform such other tasks as the Board may assign

8. The duties of the treasurer shall be to receive all 
contributions given for Foreign missions. He shall pay all 
expenses of the Board itself from the mission funds upon 
orders signed by the president and the secretary of the 


4. Owing to primitive banking and other commercial 
conditions in New Guinea, the treasurer shall, upon orders

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signed by the chairman and secretary of that Section of 
the Board, pay to a member of the New Guinea Section 
appointed to act as its agent in this particular the money 
intended for that field. | 

5. The treasurer shall upon orders signed by the 
chairman and secretary of that Section of the Board, send 
to the treasurer of the India Conference, in quarterly re- 
mittances, the money designated for the India Mission. 

6. The treasurer is to keep separate accounts of the 
general expense fund and of each of the missions supported 
by the Board. 

7. The Board shall deliberate and act upon all matters 
of common interest in the two missions, such as the calling 
of missionaries and lay mission workers, the fixing and 
submitting of the budget required by each of the two fields, 
policies, and the like.

Article I — Name 


The name of the Board shall be The Board of Aids of 
the Evangelical-Lutheran Synod of America. 


Article II — Object 


The object of this Board is to give support to the needy 
pastors, professors and parish school teachers of the Synod 
who on account of old age or permanent disability are 
obliged to retire from their ministry, and to the needy 


widows and orphans of pastors, professors, and parish 
school teachers of the Synod. 


Article’ III — Members 


The Board shall consist of five members, three clergy- 
men and two laymen. At the first meeting of the Synod 
one clergyman shall be elected for nine years, one clergyman 
and one layman for six years, and one clergyman and one 
layman for three years. Thereafter the term of office shall 
be six years. 

At the first meeting after each regular convention 
of the Synod the Board shall organize by electing a chair- 
man and a secretary. The General treasurer of the Synod 
shall be the treasurer of the Board. 


Article V — Funds 
1. The money required for this work is to be raised

served by the pastors of the Synod; 
b. By special gifts, annuities, legacies, etc. ;

The expenses of the Board shall be paid out of 
current funds in its hands. 


Article VI — Meetings

Article VIl — The Branch. Manager 


1. The manager of the Wartburg Publishing House 
shall be known as the Branch manager.

He shall have charge of all matters pertaining 
to the building, repairs, collection of rents, payment of 
taxes, and the like. 

3. The Branch manager shall employ all help needed 
and shall fix the salary or wages of the same. 

4. Annually, and at such other times as the General 
manager may designate, the Branch manager shall submit 


to the General manager a general report on the business. 


5. The Branch manager shall devote all his time to 
the business and, hence, shall not engage in any other occu- 
pation or business. 

6. In case either party, either the Branch manager or 
the General manager, shall desire to end the contract, two 
months’ notice must be given to the other party. In case 


: 
shall be guilty of misdemeanor or gross mismanagement, 
he may be removed by the Board without further notice. 
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the Branch manager shall be guilty of a misdemeanor or 
gross mismanagement, he may be removed by the General 
manager without previous notice. 


Article VIII — Editors 


1. The editors of the Kirchenblatt, the Lutheran 
Standard, the Kirchliche Zeitschrift and The Pastor’s 
Monthly shall be appointed by the Publication Board of the 
Synod, in conjunction with the Executive Committee of the 
Synod. The Publication Board shall call for nominations 
for these editorships in two consecutive issues of the Syn- 
od’s two weekly periodicals. 

2. Editors of all other periodicals shall be appointed 


by the Board of Publication, which shall also fix all editors’ 
salaries. 


8. Editors shall be accountable to the Board of Pub- 
lication, and, in case of any dissatisfaction with the de- 


_ cisions of the Board, they shall have the right of appeal to 


the Executive Committee of the Synod.

RECOMMENDATIONS OF SUB-COMMITTEES 
As adopted by the Joint Commission 


Committee on Constitution and Charter 


Resolved, to recommend the retention of the Charter 
of the Evangelical-Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and other 
States with the necessary changes for the new body, and 
to authorize the chairman of the Joint Commission to con- 
sult with Attorney Robert E. Pfeiffer, Columbus, O., as to 
the proper mode of procedure in the matter of securing 
the necessary alterations in the Charter by the Legislature 
of the State of Ohio. 


Committee on Finances 


1. The fiscal year shall begin with January 1 and end 
with December 31. 

2. Each Synod shall liquidate its debts for current 
expenses before the consolidation of the Synods takes place. 

8. The various institutions and trust funds owned by 
each Synod shall be transferred to the Evangelical-Lutheran 


Synod of America as soon as legally possible. 


District Finance Committee 


1. The District president shall appoint the District 
Finance Committee, the committee to consist of two mem- 
bers from each conference, a clergyman and a layman, if 
possible. 

2. The District Finance Committee shall elect its own 
chairman and secretary. 

8. The statistician and treasurer of the District shall 
be advisory members of the District Finance Committee

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4. The chairman of the District Finance Committee 
shall request the General treasurer to send him the appor- 


tionment of his District as assigned by the Board of Trus- | 


tees. On the basis of this apportionment the Finance Com- 
mittee shall apportion to each congregation according to 
its numerical strength and ability, its share of the District 


apportionment. The District and the congregational appor- — 


tionments shall be submitted to the District for acceptance. 
The congregational apportionments shall be reported to the 
General treasurer, who shall prepare Aim Cards for each 
congregation and send the same to the pastors, together 
with a circular letter by the President of the Synod, to be 
read to the congregations. — 


5. At every conference meeting the members of the 
Finance Committee shall inquire what progress the various 
congregations are making toward reaching the desired 
aim. 

6. At each meeting of the District the Finance Com- 
mittee shall submit a report regarding its work. 


7. Efforts shall be made by the Finance Committee 


to visit congregations that have not adopted the system rec- 
ommended by the Synod, and assist them in introducing 
this system. 

8. The secretary of the District Finance Committee 
shall keep a record card for every congregation of the Dis- 
trict, indicating the annual minimum aim and the actual 
amounts paid annually to the synodical and District treas- 
uries, said cards to be furnished by the General treasurer. 
Congregations not reaching their minimum aim shall be

COMMITTEE ON BOARD OF EDUCATION 


I — Boards and Institutions 
A — Theological Seminaries 


a) In the Synod two theological seminaries shall be 
maintained, one in Columbus, Ohio, one in Dubuque, Ia. 
Convinced that the interests of the Synod can best be served 
by having but one theological seminary, the Synod should 
aim at consolidation of the two theological seminaries as 
soon as practicable. In the meantime all theological stu- 
dents should be urged to divide their time between the two 
seminaries according to plans to be worked out by the Board 
of Education. 

b) We recommend: 


1) That the charter of Capital University be so 
changed that the entire property be in the name of 
the Synod; 

2) That there be only one Board and one treas- 
urer for the institution at Columbus; 

c) The seminary at Buffalo, N. Y., shall be trans- 
ferred; 
d) The theological department of the seminary at St. 
Paul, Minn., shall be transferred to Dubuque, Iowa, as soon 
as the necessary dormitory facilities have been furnished 
by the Synod, approximately September 1, 1928. 


B — Colleges 

a) The institution at Columbus, Ohio, shall be con- 
tinued as a Standard College. 

b) The present aim shall be to raise the institution 
at St. Paul, Minn., to a Standard Junior College (Standard 
==qualified for accreditation in North Central Association). 

c) The institution at Waverly, Iowa, shall be con- 
tinued as a Normal School and a Standard Junior College. 

d) The institution at Clinton, Iowa, ghall be continued

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in its present status and, as developments justify, made a 
Standard College or combined with another institution. 


e) The institution at Hebron, Neb., shall be continued 
as a Standard Junior College. 


C — Academies 


a) The academies at Petersburg, W. Va.; Seguin, 
_Texas; Eureka, S. Dak.; and Regina, Sask.; shall be con- 
tinued, with the aim of their developing into Junior Col- 
leges. 


b) Uped the recommendation of Pres. K. A. Hoessel 


of the Buffalo Synod, disposal of Martin Luther Academy, 
Buffalo, N. Y., shall be referred to the Synod. 


Il — Salaries and Tuition 
A— Salary Schedule 


1) There shall be the same minimum and maximum 
salary schedule in all our institutions (or units of insti- 
tutions) of the same rank. Exceptions to the maximum 
salary shall be permitted only in very special cases, to the 
extent of $100-$200 per annum, after years of very efficient 
service or by reason of some other .special merit. Such 
_ exceptions are to be made at the discretion of the local 
Board with the approval of the Board of Education. 


2) The Theological Seminaries and Senior Colleges 
shall be ranked in one group and annual salaries shall be as 
follows: — 


President of Capital University................ $3,600-$4,200 and house 
President of Dubuque, Iowa........................ 8,000 and house 
President of Clinton, Iowa............................... 2,400- 3,000 and house 
Full Professor in Senior College... aa 2,400- 3,400

Instructor in Senior College 1,500- 2,000 


8) In the second group (Junior Colleges) the same 
distinctions of professional rank shall be recognized, with 
salaries as follows: — 
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Full Professor of Junior College ........ 2,000- 2,600 
Associate Professor of Junior College............................. 1,800- 2,400 
Assistant Professor of Junior College ............................. 1,600- 2,200 
Instructor of Junior College... ows. 1,200- 1,800 


4) In Academies the presidents shall receive a salary 
of $1,800-$2,400 and house, and the scale for the other 
teachers shall be $1,200-$2.200 at the option of the local 
boards. 

5) For the same kind of work the same salary scale 
shall apply to lady teachers as to men teachers. 

6) The General Board of Education shall draw up 
definite plans by which increase of salary inside of each 
group shall be determined. 


_B— Schedules of Tuition, etc. 


1) The Theological Seminaries shall, as heretofore, 
charge no tuition. 

2) The present Capital University scale of tuition 
shall remain in force for Senior Colleges. 

8) The tuition in the Junior Colleges shall be $75 a 
year. 
4) Other items, such as fuel, room rent, etc., shall be 
determined by the local boards and adjusted in accordance 
with the general advance. 

5) Clinton and Waverly shall in this regard be in 
the rank of Junior Colleges. 

6) Ministerial students, taking college courses, shall 
receive, on tuition only, a rebate of 50 per cent, on con- 
dition that they sign a pledge similar to that of Capital 


University. 


7) in Music depertments 
be determined by the local boards. 


8) Tuition in the Academies shall be $50 or more, at 
the discretion of the local boards. .

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III Other Recommendations 


1) Student Support. 
‘The Student Support system shall be made a District 
matter rather than a matter of the general body. 


2) Reports of Presidents of Institutions. 

The presidents of the educational institutions shall 
regularly send copies of their reports to each member of 
the local Board of Directors, to the President of the Synod 
and to each member of the Board of Education, one week 


before such reports are to be presented to the respective 


local boards. 


8) Filling Vacancies. 


a) In case of a vacancy in a presidency or a profes- 
sorship at an institution an invitation shall be issued to the 
church to nominate candidates. 

b) The vote of three-fourths of the members of the 
local board shall be necessary in the election of presidents 


and professors. 
4) School for Parish Workers. 

We recommend to the Synod serious consideration of 
a proposed school for parish workers. 


Committee on Foreign Missions 


I. We recommend the support of the Hanover Free 
Church Mission in South Africa, heretofore supported by 
the Buffalo Synod, with a sum not to exceed $2,000 per 
annum as long as this may be necessary. 

II. 1. We recommend that two monthly missionary 


periodicals be published by the Synod, viz: a German and 


an English. These publications shall afford space for the 


_ presentation of the cause of our synodical mission work. 


2. We suggest that the Women’s Missionary Confer- 
ence, as found at present in the Ohio Synod, and the Auxil- 
iary, as found at present in the Iowa Synod, be given space 
in the English paper for the presentation of their interests.

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Committee on Board of Aids 


1. We recommend that the beneficiaries of the Buffalo 
Synod, who, under the present arrangement of their Synod, 
are annually receiving $150.00, shall continue to receive 
this amount, unless they waive their claim and choose to 
receive benefit under the rules of the Board of Aids.

C — With reference to the Iowa Synod institutions of 
mercy : 

Whereas, the institutions of mercy within the Ohio 
Synod (Richmond, Mars, Springfield, San Antonio) are 
the properties of said Synod, and whereas the charitable 
institutions within the bounds of the Iowa Synod do not 
belong to said Synod, we recommend 

1. That the Iowa Synod state which institutions, now 
within its bounds, shall be recognized. 

2. That, until proper transfer has been made, insti- 
tutions of mercy not owned by the Synod, but recognized, 
may be supported on the following conditions: © 


a. That the Synod be accorded the right of super- 
vision ; 

b. That the Synod be entitled to representation 
on the Boards of Directors with voice and vote, the 
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number of representatives to be determined by the 

Synod or its Board of Trustees; 

c. That the directors of said institutions submit 

ig reports to the Synod at its regular meetings or 
whenever demanded; 


d. That said institutions follow the directives of 
the Synod; 

e. That, like all other institutions, these also be 
bound by the Synod’s regulations on finances. 


8. Furthermore, we recommend that no institution 


of mercy be accepted before its indebtedness is fully can- 
celled.

We recommend the following plan for the formation 
of Districts:

Ohio mentioned above) and in Kentucky; 124 in Ohio and 1 
in Kentucky; making a total of 125 parishes. 
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4. IWinois District: 

To comprise all parishes in Illinois, Indiana, Arkansas 
and Eastern Missouri, near St. Louis; in Illinois 82, in 
Indiana 33, in Arkansas 1, and in Missouri 2; a total of 
118 parishes. 


5. Wéisconsin District: 


To comprise all parishes in Wisconsin; a total of 112 
parishes. 


6. Minnesota District: 


To comprise all parishes in Minnesota, and in the 
counties of Allamakee, Clayton, Winneshiek, Fayette, How- 
ard, Chickasaw, Mitchell, Floyd, Worth, Cerro Gordo, Win- 
nebago, Hancock and Kossuth in Iowa; 92 in Minnesota, 
27 from lowa and 5 from Jt. Ohio in Iowa; making a total 
of 124 parishes. 


7. lIowa District: 


To comprise all parishes in Iowa (excepting those in 
the counties mentioned above) and in Western Missouri; 
in Iowa from Jt. Ohio 16, from Iowa 91, in Missouri from 


Jt. Ohio 2, from Iowa 8; making a total of 117 parishes. 


8. Nebraska District: 


To tage ve all parishes in Kansas (28), in Nebraska 
(69), in Oklahoma (5), and in Colorado (18); making a 
total of 120 parishes. 


9. Dakota District: 

To comprise all parishes in North Dakota (51), in 
South Dakota (39), and in Montana (3); making a total 
of 93 parishes. 

10. Washington District: 


To comprise all parishes in Oregon 11), in Wash- 
ington (30), in Idaho (7), and in British Columbia (2) ; 
making a total of 50 parishes. 


11. California District: 


To comprise all parishes in California; total, 17 par- 
ishes. 
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12. Canada District: 


| To comprise all parishes in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta; a total of 52 parishes. 


18. Texas District: 


To comprise all parishes in Texal-(99), Louisiana (4), 
and Alabama (1) ; making a total of 104 parishes. 


Note 1: — The Australian District of the Joint Synod 
of Ohio (composed of six pastors and their parishes) is 
conferring with the United Lutheran Church of Australia, 
with which the Synod of Iowa is in church fellowship, and 

- the probability is that the members of the said District 
will unite with the United Lutheran Church of Australia.

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RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE JOINT COMMISSION

work as a board of the Synod of America under its present 
rules until otherwise ordered by the Synod.

7. That changes in the proposed constitution, the by- 
laws and the rules and regulations for the synodical boards, 
desired by any of the participating Synods, be referred to 
the Joint Commission for final adjustment. 

8. That the three Synods appoint a committee com- 
posed of three representatives from each Synod to prepare 
a synodical budget for 1928, 1929 and 1930, and present it 
to the Synod at its meeting in 1927. 

9. That the three Synods arrange for meetings in 
August 1927, at the same place, preferably in Toledo, Ohio, 
and that, after attending to their own separate business, 
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the three bodies organize the Evangelical-Lutheran Synod 
of America. 

10. That the presidents of the three Synods be author- 
ized to prepare the necessary resolutions in order to effect 
the merger in accordance with the laws of the state. 


11. That each Synod be requested to submit a list of | 


assets and liabilities, this list to be printed and presented 
to the Synods at the meeting in August 1927. 

12. That the Districts of the respective Synods be 
advised to pay their indebtedness and decide what shall 
be done with their assets before the general bodies merge. 
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
